SMALLEY’S LETTER. 
PUSHING THE BOMB BILL THROUGH PARLIA- 
MENT. 

LONDON, April 14.— [G. W. Smalley's cable 
letter to New York Trtbune.] — This has 
been an Irish week, Irish matters occupying 
Parliament, the press, the courts, and public 
attention. Sir Willian IIlarcourt's Ex- 
plosives bill, which most directly concerns 
the Irish conspirators, is the only measure 
respecting which the Irish members have 
kept silence. The American comments on 
the mildness of the penalties are apparently 
due to a misunderstanding, as Sir William 
Harcourt expressly stated that explosions re- 
suiting in the loss of lite were not dealt 
with in this bill, because, under the 
common law, the author of such an 
explosion would be guilty of murder.

The Marquis of 
Salisbury alone, in the House of Lords, 
championed conspiracy, no single peer sup- 
porting his violent and baseless assault on 
the Ministry, embodying the absurd charges 
of legislating from panic, and of making 
needless objectionable inroads on the princi- 
ples of criminal law.

THE DYNAMITE FIENDS. 

Lonpon, April 14.—[Jennings’ Cable Let- 
ter to New York Wourld.|—The copious ex- 
tracts from leading American papers which 
have been telegraphed to this side of the At- 
lantic are abcepted as offering a satisfactory 
assurance that the Government of the United 


Estates will permit no act that could rightly 


be characterized as a breach of international 
good faith. It is believed here in circles 
that should be well informed upon such 
subjects that no formal representations have 
been made on either side. Strict in- 
qQuiries are making by British repre- 
sentatives in the United States into the 
attractive subject of the dynamite agen- 
cles at New York. I may say that 
the public uneasiness in London, at least, has 
subsided greatly under the influence of the 
Supposition that all the chief conspirators 
are now in the hands of the authorities, and 
that the police have accounted for all of the 
explosives shipped to or manufactured in the 
city. This comfortable belief, however, is 
not shared by the Government, and the vigi- 
lance of the police is therefore, if anything, 
increased, so that even lawyers’ clerks go- 
ing into the Law Courts or to the'cOmmittee- 
rooms of the House of Commons are com- 
pelled to open their bags tor inspection by 
the detectives, who are posted everywhere. 

The marked change of American opinion 
respecting unlimited hospitality to Lrish con- 
Spirators and assasins attracts much &teu- 
tion. Almost daily telegrams this week 
from New York report that the adoption of 
the dynamite policy by the leading Irish- 
Awericans has completed the alienation of 
American sympathy, the American people 
not being disposed to allow American soil to 
be made the base of avowed plots for the de- 
struction of English cities. Dispatches con- 
tinue to be addressed by the English to the 
American Government, but I repeat that no 
demand has been made but in a friendly 
spirit. 

THE COMING BOMB TRIALS. 

The opening statement of Mr. Poland, the 
Treasury counsel, atthe Bow Street Police 
Court on Thursday discloses an outline of 
the charges on which Gallagher, Norman, 


' Wilson, Dalton, and Ansburgh, in London, 


and Whitehead, in Birmingham, will be 
tried. The police are convinced that all 
these were parties to the same conspiracy, 
which was hatched in America, whence the 
men and the money were sent early this 
year for the definit object of destroying pub- 
lic buildings in London and elsewhere. All 
are charged with conspiracy to murder, an 
offense punishable with ten years’ penal 
servitude, the Crown lawvers agreeing that 
this charge is legally sustainable. 

Gallagher’s claim of American citizenship, 
though valid, avails nothing, as the crime 
was committed under English jurisdiction. 

BRADY’S SENTENCE. 

Brady’s trial for the murder of Burke was 
remarkable for the absence of the usual trish 
imputations of unfair conduct. — as- 
serts that the jury were packed, the witnésses 
perjured, the Crown Counsel unfair, or the 
Judge partial. Justice O’Brien almost com- 
pelied Dr. Webb, a very eminent barrister, 
to undertake the defense. Dr. Webb did his 
utmost, in the absence of anything like cred- 
ible testimony, to attempt to prove an alibi. 
but wholly broke down. Other de- 
fense there was none. Brady’s pres- 
ence on the scene of the murder was 
proved by three witnesses, independent- 
ly of the informers. The police know 
that Brady wasalso concerned in the at- 
tacks on Justice Lawson, Juror Field, and 
Sergt. Cox, and that he was guilty of one, if 
not two, other murders. The Dublin mob 
cheered him t he will be hanged punctuai- 
ly on WhitnionNday, with general approval. @ 

THE HOME RULERS. 

The Irish members during the week have 
pursued their usual parliamentary tactics, 
bringingin crude measures framed in a man- 
ner to insure their rejection. O’Connor Pow- 
er’s proposal to substitute migra- 
tion within Ireland for emigration, 
involving an initial outlay of _£5,000,- 
000 of the public money, was designed 
to provide farms of twenty acres each for 
25,000 Irish peasants. Mr. Trevelyan, the 
Irish Secretary, had no difficuity in showing 
the scheme would cost vastly more than the 
sum named, while the same number of peo- 
ple might obtain comfortable homes in 
America for ene-tenth of the cost. The 
Elective Councils bill, drawn by Mr. Healy 
and introduced by Mr. Barry, aimed at noth- 
ing less than transforming the whole system 
of local government by the transfer of 
powers to bodies that could be expected 
to use it for overthrowing English 
authority. The House of Commons 
rejected the first motion by a 
vote of three to one, and the second by a 
vote of seven to one, the latter minority in- 
cluding sundry English Radicals desirous of 
affirming the principle of local self-govern- 
ment, regardless of any practical result.

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THE PRINCESS LOUISE. 


Her Royal Highness, the Wife of the 
Governor-General, Arrives 
at Boston. 


The Marquis Mects Her, and the Party 
Take Possession of the Hotel 
Brunswick. 


Not a Bomb Was Heard—Log of the 
Voyage from Bermuda— 
Program. 


Boston, Mass., April 14.—[{Specfhl.]—The 
Princess Louise arrived in this vity at 6 o'clock 
this evening, and is at present quartered at the 
Hotel Brunswick with her husband. the Marquis 
of Lorne, and a few personal friends. So many 
confi cting statements have been made concern- 
ing the movements of the viceregal party that 
but little confidence was placed in the an- 
nouncements in the afternoon papers that the 
Princess would arrive bere from Newport, R. I., 
where she had just landed from the En- 
Klin corvet Tenedos. The train was due 
at 56:43 p. m., and at that time 
very few persons were to be seen 
on the platform of the Old Colony Railroad 
Station. The Marquis, the British Consul, a 
couple of personal friends, twenty detectives 
and policemen, and thirty or forty persons other 
than those connected with the train service 
were on the lookout. A few minutes later the 
gathering had grown to several bundred. 

ARRIVAL. 

At 6 o'clock the train rolled iu, and there was 
a general rush toward the wer end of the 
platform, in which the passengers on the train 
joined. The passengers were asked to move 
along as quickiy as possible, and the 
Marquis, who had boarded the iucoming 
cars before they had fairly come to a stop, 
alighted from a drawing-room car, and gave his 
band toa pieasant-faced lady in a traveimg 
dress. Half a dozen others alighted, and the en- 
tire party were whisked through the passame- 
way made by the police to three carriages in 
Waiting, and were driven to the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. The sorting and shipment of their ba- 
guge wus left to the body servants of che Mar- 
quis, and betore the 700 or 800 people in waiting 
were aware the party was on the way 
to the Back Bay. Arriving at the botel, the 
Marquis and his wife were sbowu to the rooms 
known asthe President's suite, where Grant, 
Hayes, and Arthur have sojourned. The iadies 
were quartered on the Clarendon street side of 
the house, and the Venetian room was as- 
Signed as a diuing-room, where they ate their 
first meal at 8 o’ciuock. 

THE VOYAGE, 

The Princess left Bermuda at noon on Tues- 
day last in H. M. 8 corvet Tenedos, Capt. Fane, 
and bad a rough, but not what might fairly be 
called a stormy passage across. Sue arrived 
in the outer harbor of Newport about 
— O clock this forenoon, and soon 
afterwards Col. De Wintcn, Woo left Boston on 
Friday afternvon, went on board and formally 
recelved the party, which consisted of the Prin- 
cesa, Miss McNeiil, Lord Jonn Hervey and Miss 
Hervey, Capt. Jocelyn Bagot, A. D. C., and two 
servanis. There was an interchange of civilities 
between Fane and the United States navy 
officials, and the snip and her passengers and 
family parted company about 2 O cock, the ship 
going to Halitax and cae Princess and suite tak- 
ing the cars for Boston. 

THE FUTURE. 

The movements of the viceregal 
Boston are very uncertain. They may leave for 
Ottawa tomorrow, as the Governor-General is 
very anxious to be near Parliament, which is 
now in session, ana they may delay their de- 
parture for several days, until the Princess is 
thurougbly rested. The ay is anxious to ex- 
tend courtesies to them, and Mayor Palmer and 
Alderman O'Brien today wuited on the Marquis 
witb that end in view.

THE PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Arthur Kmerges from the Charming 
Evergiades of F orida—His Arrival 
Vesterday at the Quaint Old Towa of 
St. Augustine. 

Sr. AUGUSTINE, Fla., April 14.—[Special.]—The 
President has returned from the wilds, and bis 
course now will be slowly homeward, Although 
here only a few bours at this writing, the quaint 
beauty of this town bas already so enchanted 
him that his headquarters are likely to be re- 
tained nere during the few days remaining to 
him in Florida. Yesterday was spent quietiy at 
Sanford. The botel kept open specially for the 
party was pot closed to visitors, and persons 
who had come up from Jacksonville on a 
river trip, as well as residents of the 
town, roamed freely through the halis, to 
which the President frequently descended. 
In the afternoon the President greeted visitors 
informally, and probably 100 persons spoke with 
him.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 14.—[Speclal. On 
warrants sworn out by Charles Ridgely, Presi- 
dent of the Rotling- Mill Compuny, a number of 
arrests were made this afternoon of persons en- 
gaged in the outrage near the mill on Thursday. 
John Lamey, Tuomas Pritchett, Pat Ryan, Rich- 
ard Rickman, Joseph Fallen, Robert Young, Tim 
Hurley, and William Cartright were taken into 
custody on three charges—assault with intent to 
kill, intimidation of workingmen, and riot.

In a few instances, bowever, they bad 
declared their intention of remaining where 
they were and standing the anticipated pulls.“ 
Particularly was this the case where the land- 
ladies beld long leases or owned the property. 
They argued that the order would svon become 
a dead letter, and that after a tew pulls had 
been made it would be forgotten, as similar orders 
have been in the past. ther landladies would 
Say: Where can we go? Lou do not want us 
to invade the respectable portions of the com- 
munity, so why not let us remain where we 
are?

A CORRUPT JUROR. 


One of the Gang Detected, and the Eu- 
tire Jury Summarily Discharzced. 

Judge Gary began Thursday the hearing of 
the case of the Culbertson & Blair Packing & 
Provision Company agairet the City of Chicago 
to recover 58100. 000 damages for the building of 
the Eighteenth street viaduct. The case was 
not concluded Friday, but a sudden end was put 
to the trial yesterday. Friday evening Mr. C. 
H. Willett, one of the attorneys for the plaintiff, 
learned by some means that one of the jurors 
had offered to sell out to the plaintiffs. 
Mr. Willett called in his colleague. H. 8. Mon- 
roe, the two took Frank Adams, the City Coun- 
sel, into consultation, and the three then had a 
private confab with Judge Gary. The result 
was that the jury were discharged. No affi- 
davits were filed, no rule to show cause, or con- 
tempt proceedings begun, and the whole affair 
is kept as quiet as possible. The lawyers were 
all interviewed, but they absolutely refused to 
talk, and apparentiy the criminal, if there is 
one, will go unpunished. It seems that when 
eleven jurors had been obtained the plaintiffs 
were left to a choice between two per- 
sous, one evidently of dul comprehension, 
the other a sharp, keen-looking party. 
They naturally chose the latter, but soon dis- 
covered little sigas which led them to suppose 
he was crooked, and after a slight effort were 
euabled to prove be wanted to be seen.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 44—[Special.]—The 
President is expected here by the 19tn. There 
is no longer any doubt that he will return by 
rail. He will preside at the unvelling of the 
Henry statue on the loch if he is here. He will 
remain in the White House fora time, and then 
o to the cottage at the Soldiers’ Home for the 
remainder of the spring. He much prefers the 
cottage at this season tothe White House, be- 
cause be can secure more privacy there. The 
President has made no definit arrange ments for 
the summer. but is considering several plans. He 
probably wil not make any final decision until 
about the time for him to take his customary 
vacation. He may be absent from Washington 
this summer for three months, as there is now 
nothing of importance to occupy bim. ‘During 
the President’s temporary absence, important 
improvements are being made in the White 
House and grounds. 

LINCOLN. 

The anniversary of the death of Lincoln and 
the emancipation of the siaves in this district 
came within afew duys of each other. Yester- 
terday was the anniversary of Lincoln’s death. 
Monday is Emancipation Day. The anniversary 
of Lincoln's death has made public the fact, not 
generally known, that the family who owned 
the house in which he died have retained in 
their possegsion some chastiy memorials of the 
martyred President. These relics are tne pil- 
lowcases upon which President Lincoln died 
and the counterpane of the bed. The piilow- 
cases are. yellow with age, but still plainiy show 
the biood-stains where President Lincoln's head 
first rested upon them. 

SELUCIUS GARFIELDE. 

The death of Seiucius Gartielde, which occur- 
red last night, deserves more than passing men- 
tion. Garfielde was a delegate in Congress from 
Washington Territory and a native of Ver- 
mont. To the end of the Forty-first Congress 
bis career had been constantly upwards, but 
during his Congressional life he developed a 
manila for gambling, and remained bere ut tirst 
ostensibly as a claim agent. Later he openly 
kept a gambling-house. For years his house at- 
tracted some noted gam biers, and was frequeat- 
ed by few Congressman who ventured to 
— in such places, but for several years his 

ouse had lost caste. He had been arrested 
several times, and tinaily died alone and unbe- 
friended, save by a woman of the lower sort, 
whom be not long since married. 

A PRIZE FIGHT.

GAS, * 

The information which has been made public 
since Congress adjourned as to the Washington 
Gas Company shows thatitisone of the most 
extraordinary monopolies in the country, and 
there can be no doubt t the next Congress 
will be called upon to have a trial of strength 
with a corporation which now claims to have 
the right to do anything it pleases at the Na- 
tional Capital, and even to have the power to 
control Congress. The origiual gas-works cost 
$500,000, a surplus of 38500, 000 has been accumu- 
lated, and the present capital stock is $1,500,000, 
of which but one-third was paid in and two- 
thirds are watered. Large dividends are paid 
on this Watered stock. The Chicf Chemist of 
the Patent Office, who has examined the gas, 
Says that a large part of it is composed of air 
saturated with naphtha, that it contains large 
quantities of sulphur, and that tne gas is not 
such as is nel by the charter, 

MAII-BAGS., 

An Iowa man bas written to the Post-Office 
authorities that be is anxious to furnish a ma- 
sack that cannot be opened, provided he cun be 
rewarded. The authorities will decline this 
proposition. A patent has just been obtained 
for a doubie-bottomed mail-bag whicb is iden- 
tical with a bag which was u by the depart- 
mentin carrying mails across the isthmus as 
early as 1851. 

MAHONE, 

The report of some Virginia Democrats that 
Mahone would coéperate with the Democrats 
in 1884 is doubtless sufficiently answered by an 
editorial in the Richmond Whig, just arrivea 
here. That paper is owned by Senators Mahone 
and Cameron. In it these things are said: “ We 
will not be found with your Bourbon ailies, 
Nocth or South. Weare forever divorced from 
Bourbon Democracy, both State and National.“ 
The Whig declares the Readjuster policy to be a 
protective tariff and hostility to Bourbons. 

KENNEDY, THE OARSMAN.

LAND FRAUDS IN THE NORTHERN PENIN-

principally in tne Marquette district. An in- 
vestigation will be made by the department 
through one of its special agents. The Com- 
missiouer believes that the only way to check 
these fraudulent entries is to repeal the Pre- 
emption law and extend the time for the com- 
mutation of homesteads. He will, however, do 
all in his power with the mouey appropriated at 
the last session of Congress. 

INCREASE INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—During the first 
nine months of the current fiscal year the internal 
revenue receipts have amounted to $108,825,798, 
an increase of $2,551,388 over the corresponding 
period of the last fiscal year. From the Ist to 
the 13th of April, 1882, the receipts aggregated 
54.6 10, 924, and from the Ist to the 13th of April, 
1883, $4,162,407, u decrease.of $448,517, making an 
actual increase for 1883 of $2,102,881.

Secretary Folger bas accepted an offer of

CHICAGO TAXATION. 

In the face of the general hue and cry 
from the entire mob of tax-eaters for 
larger assessments, backed up especially 
by those who are opposed to an incréase 
of saloon licenses, Mr. James P. Root, 
long time the Cook County member of 
the State Board of Equalization, has fur- 
nished in a communication to Toe TRIBUNE 
some timely information as to the relative 
proportions of the Chicago assessments and 
those of the other parts of Illinois. His 
statement provides conclusive evidence that 
Chicago assessments are. higher than those 
made in any other portion of the State. The 
highest assessment ever made of the 
entire property of the State was $1,210,- 
108,563. This was for 1872. The 
assessment of Cook County property 
for the same year was $144,145,665, The en- 
tire State assessment for 1882 was $750,618,- 
663. a shrinkage of 38 per cent; the Cook 
County assessment for 1882 was $150,547,541, 
ashrinkage ot only 9 per cent. Conceding 
that the general shrinkage of values owing 
to the return to specie payments and the 
jong period of hard times following the 
panic was the same throughout the State, 
and after allowing for a larger relative 
growth and improvement in Chicago than 
elsewhere throughout the State, the fact 
that the shrinkage in the assessment for the 
rest of the State remains 29 per cent more 
than in Chicago is a sufficient demonstra- 
tion that Chicago taxanon is fully equal to 
the figure contemplated by the laws and 
practices of the State. 

There is another important point in this 
matter. When the framers of the Constitu- 
tion fixed a limit of 5 per cent of assessed 
values for municipal debts and of 75 cents 
on $100 as the highest tax to be levied for 
county purposes, and when the Legislature 
established a limit of 2 per cent on the as- 
sessed values for municipal taxation, the 
prevailing rates of assessment were substan- 
tially the same as now, and the limits were 
adopted with reference to this ratio. Had 
there been a contemplation of an increase in 
the assessments to actual cash value, it 1s 
not likely that the limits to debt and taxation 
would have been placed so high. II, for 
instance, the average assessment is now one- 
fiftb, an increase to the cash value would 
operate to increase Vhicago taxes fivefold, 
and would ultimately more than double the 
Chicago debt. The general tax-levy for 
1882 would have been $12,500,000 instead of 
$2,500,000, and the bonded debt of the city 
would probabiy be $35,000,000 today instead of 
$13,000,000. Taxpayers must always count 
on the exhaustion of the last dollar of re- 
sources by the official class, and a2 per cent 
limit of taxation and 5 per cent of debt 
on an actual cash valuation would make 
Chicago one of the worst tax-ridden cities in 
the country instead of being peculiarly fa- 
vored in this way, as it is now. 

The comparative lightness of tax-burdens 
in this city has been a large factor in its 
steady growth in population and business. 
New York City has a gross debt of $135,000,- 
000, more than ten times that of Chieago, 
and its taxes for last year werd nearly $27,- 
000,000, more than nine times as much as 
Chicago collected, including the receipts 
from licenses and miscellaneous sources. 
Allowing New York double the population 


in that city is nearly five times as great as in 
Chicago. It is evident that a continuation of 
these relative conditions will be of incalcula- 
ble benefit to the manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests of this city. Business is 
attracted and increased or discouraged and 
driven off by the extent of taxation, which is 
one of tne largest items of expense in indus- 
trial, commercial, and domestic economy, 

It may be conceded that Chicago ought to 
have more revenue, and an increase in the 
assessed value of property is one of the 
means that should be adopted to that end. 
But the first step in this direction is the con- 
solidation of the three townsin one assess- 
ment district in order to assure equakty. 
The increase must be slow and gradual, for 
itis only by keeping down assessments that 
aproper restraint may be imposed upon the 
tax-eating class. An increase in assessments, 
however, is but one of several means to be 
employed for increasing the city revenues, 
and itis of vastly more importance that the 
work should begin with an increase of the 
saloon licenses. It is going to be the work 
of years to providea fair and uniform in- 
crease in assessed values of real and personal 
property, but an adequate saloon-license 
system may be madeto yield an additional 
revenue of a willion dollars annually at 
once, and at the same time contribute notably 
to the diminution of the municipal expendi- 
tures. If the Legislature shall pass a bill 
fixing the minimum saloon-license fee at $500 
and half that sum for the sale of heer and 
wine alone Chicago will have abundant 
revenue for all its needs, and such a course 
will insure for years to come the same eco- 
nomical policy of taxation which has con- 
tributed so much tothe prosperity of this 
city during the last few years.

THE’ M’NALLY- BRADWELL CONTEST. 

The Democrats in the Legislature are do- 
ing themselves and their party great injury 
by the policy of obstruction which they have 
adopted as a means to retain a seat for Me- 
Nally to which he was not elected. They 
demand a recountof the ballots at Spring- 
field. The demand is unreasonable, because 
there was a thorough recount in Chicago by 
the authorized persons in the presence of all 
the parties in interest, and it was then found 
that the return of McNally as elected was 
the result of an error in the first count. The 
demand for a third count now carries with 
it a suspicion that some means has been 
taken to tamper with tne ballots. McNally, 
who is fighting for the seat, was in company 
with the parties implicated in carrying off a 
ballot-box in the late town election, keeping 
it overnight in a saloon, and finally returning 
the list with a forgedsignature. The Demo- 
erats can scarcely afford to block the entire 
business of the Legislature in the interest of 
a man who trains with any such gang, nor 
can they afford to insist upon a recount of 
ballots now which were cast last fail when 
they may have been tampered with in the 
meantime. Aside from this, the Democrats 
had evidence of McNally’s character in the 
investigation before the committee when the 
suspicious discrepancy between affidavits 
was brought out relative to the failure to 
give notice which McNally was anxious to 
establish. The fact is, that the injury to the 
Democratic party by having such a repre- 
sentative as MeNally in the Legislature will 
be much greater than the loss of one seat, 
which, if retained, will still leave the party 
in the minority. There might be some prin- 
ciple in battling for the rights even of such a 
man as McNally if there were any rea- 
son to believe that injustice had been 
done him; but all the evidence in 
the case shows that Bradwell has been the 
injured party, and the indications of fraud 
are all on the other side. MeNally is one of 
the lowest of the low-down politicians of, 
Chicago, and his methods and associations 
are ot a nature to disgrace any party with 


which he is identified. To insist upon au un- 


reasonable demand in behalf of such a man, 
and to obstruct the business of the Legisla- 
ture in order to enforce this demand, will 
be te give the Democratic party the reputa- 
tion of being willing to avail itself of the 
most disreputable practices and men In pol- 


itics in order to secure the smallest party 


adyantage. If the Demoeratic leaders in 
thi 4 te think ‘they will in strength 
by s picaynnish po they are 
seriousty mistaken, They should drop 
McNally immediately and congratulate 
themselves on getting rid of him. Other- 
wise the Democrats must assume all the re- 
sponsibility for the delay in legislative busi- 
ness, which is meeting with universal con- 
demnation. | 


JEFFERSON VS. RANDALL. 

The banquet of our Democratic Iroquois 
Club was as notable for those who were not 
there as for the distinguished company 
present. Butler was not there, and, by irre- 
sistible logic, could not have been asked, for 
if invited it is a moral eertainty he would 
not have neglected such an apportunity to 
display himself. But the most significant 
gap at the board was that of Randall and his 
friends. The make-up of the feast and the 
political menu of the speeches mark the 
whole affair as a distinctively anti-Randall, 
anti-Pennsylvania protectionist demonstra- 
tion. 

When the Democrats had their Jackson 
celebration some mouths ago, several of the 
speakers, notably Mr. Payne, of Ohio, made 
an attempt to switch the Democratic party 
upon the track of high tariff. Mr. Payne 
was not among the guests of the [roquois 
Club, and his ideas had no representative 
there. The Democrats who called this com- 
pany together evidently preferred the dead 
Jefferson to the living Randall, and all that 
was said was notice to tse East that the 
Western Democrats need not be asked to 
train under the standard of any protection- 
ist Democratic candidate for Speaker or 
President. 

Mr. Dana, of the New York Sun, ranks as 
a good Dewocrat, but he was not at the bau- 
quet, and no note of regret, no opportune 
sentiment dropping from his facile pen, 
gives a sign that he was asked. It is well 
that he was not present. An editor who ad- 
vocates au average tax of 40 to 45 per cent on 
all imports could not help feeling lonesome 
at a low-tariff banquet to the Father of De- 
mocracy, whose Administration began with 
an average tariff ot 9 per cent and ended 
with one of 12 per cent. If he will read the 
outspoken declarations of the Democrats at 
the lroguois board against the high-tariff 
policy he will gain a clearer idea than he 
now seems to have of the real sentiments of 
his party. 

This banquet drives another wedge into 
the split in the Democratic party on we tariff 
question. Its utterances are unequivocally 
for no tariff except a revenue tariff. The 
trick of words invented by the New York 
Sun ot a tariff for revenue only. and the tariff 
the only source of revenue, received no no- 
tice. Praise ot Jefferson is censure of Raa- 
dall. The Iroquois Club and their guests 
could not follow both, and they have put on 
record their preference for Jefferson as the 
better Democrat. 


SYMPATHY WITH. ‘DYNAMITERS. 

The Citizen, an Lrish organ printed in this 
city, which heretofore has been a strong 
friend and advocate of Mr. Parnell, and has 
expressed no sympathy with the dynamite 
faction led by O’ Donovan-Rossa, has a lead- 
ing articie this week which is tantamount to 
an apology for if not an open defense of the 
execrable policy pursued by the secret con- 
spirators. It says in conclusion: 

What dope bas Ireland from English legisia- 
tion? What wonder if she is driven to fury and 
desperauun? What wonder if she should seek 
to imitate Samson among the temples of the 
inoderu Philistines? No matter. what the En- 
sh may say about their indifference to dy- 
namite terrors, the recent explosions and al- 
leged discuveries have set thew to thinking. 
They huve also set millions of Americans 
a-ihinking. Wat is the difference, for example, 
between. the explosion of a mighty bombsbell, 
tired by a uniformed English butcher into the 
streets of Alexandria, killing men, women, and 
children, aud a dynamite cartridge exploded in 
the beart ot London? Only this, that the Ru- 
glisb uttack on the wretched Egyptians was 
without justification, while che Irish demonstra- 
hhons aguinst tbe british metropolis are the nat- 
ural results of centuries of unmitigated fraud, 
piunder, and murder. 


In reply to this comes the inevitable ques- 
tion, What hope has Ireland from the incen- 
diary madness of the dynamite faction? 
What will be the sure result if they persist 
in it but still more severe measures of re- 


pression, laws more stringent, punishments 


more terrible, and a bitter, vindictive ostra- 
cism of all Irishinen in England, who are 
now dependent upon Englishmen for their 
support? Argue the matter as they may, i 
is undeniable that up to the time of the 
Phenix Park murders the condition of Ire- 
land had been materiaily improved, and 
Irish tenants had acquired more rights than 
they had ever had before. More than this, 
there was a good understanding between the 
Government and Mr. Parnell, and there was 
a disposition on Mr. Gladstone’s part to re- 
lieve the people from their burdens. What 
interfered to prevent all this, to block Mr. 
Parnell's labors, to hamper the Government 
itself, but the tremendous popular indigna- 
tion which followed upon the murder of 
Lord Cavendish at the very time when he 
had gone to Ireland as the messenger 
of the Government bearing an olive- 
branch of peace? The severe Crimes 
act was passed. The secret conspira- 
tors have retaliated with dynamite, and fresh 
penalties for crimes of this kind have now 
been introduced iu the House of Commons. 
It may be possible that the dynamiters will 
make other attempts to destroy property and 
life, but the inevitable result will be fresh 
disasters to Ireland and fresh calamities to 
innocent people. Can the dynamiters afford 
to engage in such a strife? 

Mr. O’Donovan-Rossa, who purposes to 
get control of the forthcoming convention at 
Philadelphia and mold it to the indorse- 
ment of his own infamous purposes, has 
printed recently one scheme of revenge 
which heis urging upon Lrishmen, and he 
puts it in the following form of calculation:

For $36,000 expended in this 8 
manner O’ Donovan-Kossa has no doubt that 
England will be so terrified she will grant 
anything whieh Ireland desires. Of course 
the scheme, if it could be carried out, would 
be much more likely to involve the dangling 
of 1,000 men at 1,000 gallows than the destruc- 
tion of 1,000 hotels, but the animus of the 
suggestion is none the less brutal on that 
account. Like every other scheme of these 
incendiary dynamiters, it involves only the 
lives of innocent people who have had no 
more to do with the oppressions practiced by 
British landlords or the passage of retribu- 
tive measures by Parliament than the Irish 
themselves. If this whisky-selling Rossa 
were amenable to reason it wouid be natural 


‘to ask him what these thousand London 


hotelkeepers have ever done to Ireland that 
their property should be destroyed or why 
the lives of innocent péople should be ex- 
posed because the British landlords have op- 
pressed their tenants and the British Govern- 
ment has passed harsh and cruel measures. 
The suggestion made by this wretch in bis 


safe place of retreat is simply devilish, and 


it does not lose anything of its infernal 
character because it is impracticable, 
We would ask the Citizen if it ap- 
proves of such 4 cold-bidoded scheme 
as this? If it Sapproves of incen- 
diarism and assasination as the means for 
redressing wrongs? We would ask it if it 
preposes to abandon Mr. Parnell and Mr. 
Davitt, who have lifted*their voices in pro- 
test against the madness of these conspira- 
tors, and countenance the incendiaries and 
fanatics of the Rossa faction, or if it is going 
to lend its sympathy and sanction to a policy 
which is destined to bring Irishmen into dis- 
repute and to destroy all sympathy for the 
Irish cause? Its Egyptian comparison is a 
weak one. No fair-minded person doubts 
the unjustifiability of the Egyptian war, but 
it was war, and war between the armies of 
two countries, conducted according to the 
laws of nations. No shell was fired into the 


streets of Alexandria until sufficient time 


had been given non-combatants to retire. No 
women or children were killed. But the 
dynamiters plot in the dark. They do not 
attack those who are responsible, They re- 
taliate upon innocent people.

THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION IN RUSSIA. 

With all her faults and her misgovernment 
Russia can teach us something in the 
methods with which she will deal with in- 
temperance under the new law. It does not 
touch upon the license question at all, but 
its provisions are none the less effective on 
that account, It provides that no drinking- 
house shall be allowed to be erected in the 
neighborhood of factories and workshops. 
This strikes at the root of much of the evil 
and misery occasioned by intemperance. 
Could we have such a provision in Chicago 
it would save workingmen thousands of dol- 
lars which they are now robbed of by the low 
doggeries which always spring up like mush- 
rooms about every factory, workshop, lum- 
ber-yard, or other centre of industry, and it 
would spare their families from the burden 
of poverty, and in some cases of abuse, which 
is the immediate outcome of these 
dens, which offer their allurements 
to workingmen every pay-day. The 
general consumption of drink is less- 
ened by another section, which provides 
that no sales for consumption on the prem- 
ises shall be allowed except in a limited 
number of places in the more public resorts 
Still another provision of this Russian law 
ought to be enforced in every community. 
It provides that if drink is sold to ehildren 
and minors, whether with or without their 
parents’ consent, the saloon at which this is 
done shall be closed at once by the police. 
The law also deals with customers as weil as 
with the sellers. One section provides that 
every man who becomes “a chronic and in- 
corrigible drinker ” shall forfeit his rights as 
father of the family. His children will be 
taken away from him and placed in some 
educational institution, where they are to be 
regarded as children of the State, and where 


‘the father cannot in any way interfere with 
them. 


The courts in such a case are also 
allowed to grant the mother a conditional 
divorce with a guarantee of exclusive right 
to her own earnings. In case a woman is an 
incorrigible drunkard the husband is eu- 
titled to the same kind of a divorce, aad is 
freed from any obligation of living with her 
or maintaining her. 

Under such a stringent law as this intem- 
perance of necessity will be greatly reduced 
in Russia, and the burdens of pauperism and 
evils of crime will be correspondingly dimin- 
ished, so far as they grow vut of the use of 
intoxicating drinks. In the midst of so many 
bad laws itis refreshing to see a good one, 
and if the Emperor of Russia were to devote 
himself with the same zeal, intelligence, and 
thoroughness to the mitigation of other evils 
under which his people are suffering that he 
he has displayed in dealing with intemper- 
ancé, Russia would speedily become one of 
the happiest, most prosperous, and best gov- 
erned nations in the world. ‘The plottings of 
the Nihilists would soon cease, and he could 
approach his coronation amid the plaudits of 
the whole people, instead of cowering and 
shivering under apprehension of falling a 
victim to their wrath.

REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 

A bill has been reported by a committee of 
the Lower House of the Legislature having 
for its purpose the increase of the number of 
Aldermen in the City Council of Chicago 
from thirty-six to forty-two, and the conse- 
quent increase of the number of city wards 
from eighteen to ¢wenty-one. The present 
general law of the State, after apportioning 
the number of Aldermen in City Councils ac- 
cording to population, provides that in 
cities of over 100,000 inhabitants there shall 
be elected thirty-six Aldermen and no more.” 
The objects sought by the bill now under 
consideration in the Legislature are very evi- 
dent. One purpose 1s to make six additional 
places of profit and importance of a political 
character for six additional and ambitious 
statesmen. Another purpose is to invest the 
present City Council with the power of re- 
dividing the existing wards and creating new 
districts to perpetuate the present not mere- 
ly partisan but corrupt and dishonest ring 
ascendency. While it makes no material 
difference to the general, welfare of the city 
whether the majority of the City Council be 
Democratic or Republican, the personal 
character of the men comprising the 
Council is a matter of vital concern 
to the whole city. It is no unusual 
thing for the reputable voters of a ward to 
unite without respect to party organizations 
or feelings and elect an honest and respecta- 
ble citizen to the office of Alderman; this 
has occurred in wards where the party ma- 
jority of the voters were Democrats, as well 
as in wards where the political majority was 
Republican. Such unions have become a 
matter of necessity because of the disreputa- 
bie character and associations of some of the 
party nominees. In this way the public have 
beeu able to maintain the presence in the 
Council of a fair minority of decent men 
who do mot seek to be Aldermen for the 
plunder and profit which may be obtained 
through the office. This minority serves as 
acheck upon the irreaponsible and extrava- 
gant majority, and it is to the support of 
such minority that honest Mayors have often 
been indebted for protection against unprin- 
cipled assaults upon the City Treasury. 

To give to the present City Council the 
power to create three new wards and rear- 
range the bounderies of all the other wards 
is to abandon whatever defense the public 
interest may have against the recklesness 
of the class of men who use the machinery 
of large cities for evil and selfish purposes. 
There is no public interest to be promoted 
by any such change of the law, either in the 
increase of the members of the Council or a 
redivision of the wards. 

It is a mistake and a delusion to suppose 
that there is any particular reason why the 
wards of a city should be divided exactly 
with reference to the number ot inhabitants 
ofeach ward. An Alderman is the repre- 
sentative of the whole city, and not of any 
portion of its territory or any numerical pro- 
portion ofits people. The division of the 
territory within the city limits into wards is

of local traders in the worst form of machine 
politics, because it creates particular districts 
in which certain bummers and local operators 
may exercise an influence which is made 
profitable pecuniarily, and may enable the 
operator to have himself elected Alderman 
or even a member of the Legislature. In 
conventions, men, beginning with a precinct 
influence, in time advance to that of a ward 
dictator, and from that build up a political or 
party inportance that enables them to aspire 
to nominations even as high as for election 
to the State Senate. 

The plea that the proportion of population 
in the several wards is not equal is undoubt- 
edly true, but thatis a matter which is chang- 
ing from time to time. Population is in no 
sense a true guide in such matters. Alder- 
men represent the whole city and not mere 
districts. Moreover, the proportion of popu- 
lauuon to voters varies very much in all cities, 
and nowhere more conspicuously than in 
Chicago. In the First Ward the proportion 
of population to voters may not exceed three 
to one, while in the Fourteenth Ward, dense- 
ly populated by aliens, it may amount to 
eight to one. In other wards “he variance 
is also large. If Aldermen are to be elected 
as representatives they should be appor- 
tioned according to the number of voters and 
not according to the numbers of popula tion 
not claiming to be citizens, 

The Common Council of Chicago is bad 
enough as it ts, and it is to be hoped that the 
Legislature will not remove the few re- 
straints now existing, and thus deliver the 
city over irredeemably to the absolute as- 
cendency of the worst possible influences, 
not merely political, but social, that ever 
were intrusted with the power of govern- 
ment in any municipality of the country.

WE CANNOT SERVE TWO MASTERS. 

Many considerations unite to clothe with 
unusual interest the great railroad case be- 
tween the State of Lilinois and the lilinois 
Central now on trial before the United States 
Supreme Court. The decision of this case 
and that known as the San Mateo case, in- 
volving the right of the State of California 
to tax railroad property, will reveal whether 
the firm foundation for the control of cor- 
porations laid by the Supreme Court in the 
long line of Granger decisions is to be al- 
lowed to stand or to betaken down. Signifi- 
cant changes have been made in the person- 
ality of the Supreme Court since those decis- 
Those who understand 
the depth and reach of the issue now pend- 
ing between the people and the corporations 
in these cases will wait with an almost pain- 
ful interest for the verdict of the court of 
last resort. 

Who is sovereign, the State or 
tion, the creator or the creature? Th 
bare and simple question, stripped of 
and circumstance, now to be decided by Ju 
tice Stanley Matthews and his associates. 
Did the sovereign State of Illinois in charter- 
ing this corporation and giving it power to 
„establish“ and collect“ its rates of toll 
part irrevocably with the sovereign attribute 
of controlling the highways, or did it make 
a grant which was to be enforced and exer- 
In giving this 


districts 


franchise did the State give with it a part of 


its sovereignty, or aright under its sover- 


eignty ? Is each charter of this kind a parti- 
tion of the supreme power, and does each 
corporation generated by the State become at 
once a State itself, sovereign and independ- 
ent, imperium in imperio, or does it remain, 
like other citizens and creatures, always sub- 
ject? Is the part to which thecontrol of the 
highway and the right of taxation has been 
delegated greater than the whole which has 
bestowed this privilege ? 

If the words “establish,” “ collect,” 
“tolls,” are absolute and final evidences of 
the irrevocable alienation by the State of its 
own power, the Illinois Central may charge 
for the transportation of the people of this 
Stateand their property just such rates as 
it chooses. It is, according to the conten- 
tion of its attorneys, supreme. It is codr- 
dinate with the State; not subordinate. Its 
power of taxation is royal, What the State 
needs immemorial law permits it to take. 
What the corporation needs this argument 
means the corporation can take. Not the 
safety of the people, but the satiety of the 
corporation, is to be the supreme law. If 
these words, like those in laws affecting less 
important persons than corporations. are to 
be construed according to history and usages, 
then the corporation may charge only such 
tolls aS are reasonable and just, and the 
supreme power of the State to limit its 
charges to such as are just and reasonable 
stands. This is the nub of the case. 

This very point was passed upon by Judge 
Deady of the United States Circuit Court of 
Oregon in the case of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
against the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company. The laws of Oregon give this 
railway the right to prescribe and “ col- 
lect’ its tolls, and its attorneys, like those 
of the IIlinois Central, held that this was a 
contract between the State and the corvora- 
tion, by which the latter was perpetually au- 
thorized to fix its own charges, and that the 
State could not enterthe ground fenced in 
by this contract. But Judge Deady believes 
that the right to prescribe” tolls was given 
so as to compel the corporation to fix and set 
down its rates beforehand, and not vary them 
with the whims and caprice of the moment. 
He construes these words as merely a license 
from the State to fix and collect such tolls as 
are consistent with the duties of the common 
carrier to the public. 

No other view than this of the relations be- 
tween the State and the corporation cgn 
stand. They are sovereign and subject. One 
thing the sovereignty of the State cannot do: 
itcannot create another sovereignty. The 
Supreme Court may decide this case and the 
San Mateo case in favor ef the railroads, as it 
decided the Dred Scott casa in favor of the 
slaveholders. it may hold that the man has 
no rights the corporation is bound to respect. 
But no such decision will stand. We cannot 
serve two masters. Wecannot submit to un- 
limited taxation by the State and the corpora- 
tion, « 


MODERN WITCHCRAFT. 

The days of witchcraft are not yet over. 
The Lizzie Gannon case, which has just come 
toia conclusion in one of the Boston courts, 
would have aroused a pious feryor and in- 
dignation in the Mathers themselves had it 
happened in their time, and some one, young 
or old, would have dangled from a gallows 
on Witch Hill. Lizzie Gannon is a child of 
13, the daughter ot poor parents, and 
not speciaily well educated. Five years ago 
she became subject to swoons and trances, 
and in some of them pretended to have had 
interviews with her dead brother Frankie. 
A year or two later she was found with two 
paper dolls, which were a source of great 
coinfort to her, as with their help she claimed 
she could always talk with herbrother. She 
said that they came through a window to 
her. The girl’s head was still further turned 
by Spiritualists, who, hearing of her powers, 
came to her and urged her to become a me- 
dium, and in this determination she was en- 
couraged by her parents, who saw aun oppor- 
tunity for making money out of it. She also 
pretended to have had visions ot the Virgin. 
To her paper dolls. or“ angels” as she called 
thein, she became very much attached, and 
she attributed to them all sorts of supernat- 
ural virtues, regarding them with the same 
awe as a savage does his fetich. 


After a time her trances became so fre- )

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parents became alarmed and sent for Father 
— a curate, to come and see her. 
When told about the angels he took them 


away from her, wherewpon the girl began to 


ery. Either accidentally or purposely he 
stuck scissors into them and tore the head 
off from one of them, whereupon she 
screamed and said the curate was hurting 
her, and that her brother had gone away and 
would not come again. The curate very un- 


wisely put the angels in a little box and car- 


ried them off, the girl shriekmg out that he 
had murdered her brother. The next day 
he sent her a string of prayer-beads, and rec- 
owmended to her parents that she should go 
frequently to the confessional, and should 
not be allowed to have any more angels.“ 
The most that can be said against him is that 
he acted very harshly and injudiciously ina 
case that did not require priestly interposi- 
tion, but skilled and delicate medical attend- 
ance. He was evidently entirely ignorant of 
the real condition of the child, and in his 
overflow of pious zeal did exactly what he 
ought not to have done, though he probably

After the loss of her“ angels,” the girl 
became sightless and speechless and so nerv- 
ously prostrated and at times hysterical that 
her parents went to the curate and demanded 
them back.

The jury 
were also very hard-headed, practical men, 
and evidently regarded the “ angels” as 
remarkable commodities which could be 
easily replaced, and so returned about the 
actual cost of the “angels ” at any toy-store, 
without stopping to consider that by the re- 
turn of only one cent damages they had 
actually laid dowu the broad principle that 
the child had a right to her paper angels,“ 
irrespective of the use to which she might 
put them. The case seems to have been one 
of honest iliusion on the part of the child, 
and was so declared by eminent medical gen- 
tlemen who were called as witnesses, though 
they were of the opinion that she could be 
cured of it. Had they been summoned to at- 
tend her, instead of the veryignorant curate, 
who only aggravated the illusion by his 
thoughtless remedy, it is probable that they 


Would have soon discovered a remedy or ex- 


posed an imposture. At the same time to 
have mulcted the curate in the sum of $5,000 
would have been enacting a tariff on paper 
angels“ that would have been ridiculous. 
In its psychological bearings the case would 
have delighted Hawthorne and furnished 
him a theme as weird and powerful as any 
he has ever chosen for his skillful analyses.

$2,034. The actual receipts during the year, 
leaving Out $2,750 from the sale of city property, 
were $10,069, and of this $7,204, or more than 
seven-tenths, was from saloon licenses. Only 
$2,206 was received from town taxes. Mary- 
ville is an enterprising town of 4,500 {nbubitants, 
and has maiotained the high-license system for 
several years with very satisfactory results.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 


It Es Deciared that it Will Be Gener- 
ally and Largely Aittended—Loetters 
from Egan and Mooney. 

Many Irish-American citizens seem to have 
taken umbrage at a local article which ap- 
peared in last Sunday’s TrrBune concerning 
the convention of the united Irish-American 
societies, which is to be held in Philadelphia 
on the 26th inst. That article, furnished on 
what Tue TRIBUNE considered good au- 
thority, intimated that the conservative ele- 
ments were going to absent themselves from 
the convention through fear of the extrem- 
ists, who, it was supposed, could control the 
convention. It is now claimed by those in 
position to know that there is not the slight- 
est possibility of any factional policy being 
adopted at Philadelphia, and it is also 
ciaimed that a very large delega- 
tion will de sent from Chicago, 
composed of gentlemen who will utterly op- 
pose any attemptto dictate to Mr. Parnell 
and his associates the line of policy they 
shall pursue; who will resist any action tend- 
ing to embarrass the Irish leader and his 
party; and who will insist that the sole duties 
of the convention, as expressed in its call, 
are to cement the Irish-American societies of 
every Character into one * for the purpose 
of acting, not as a dictator, but as an auxil- 
iary to the Parliamentary party. Among 
those already elected are the Rev. Father M. 
J. Dorney, Ald. II. F. Sheridan, Michael 
ogee Alexander Sullivan, Denis O’Con- 
nor, John F. Finerty, J. J. Curran, John 
Sheehan, William Curran, the Rev. Father 
Lyons, Frank Agnew, Judge Prendergast, 
Capt. Moses Flood, Timothy Crean, and Jolin 
Dwyer. Several societies will elect today, 
including the Irish-American Club, the Old 
Guard Fenians, and the Eighth W ard Land 
League. The following letters from Mr. 
Patrick Egan, Treasurer ot the Land League 
of Ireland. and Mr. James Mooney, President 
of the Land League of America, will explain 
themselves: a 

EXCELLENT PROSPECTS FOR HARMONY. 

** Notwithstanding that Mr. Parnell has de- 
cided not to attend the Philadelphia Conven- 
tion,“ said a prominent Irishman yesterday, 
“and notwithstanding the dissensions and 
rows in New York, where they are always 
rowing generally about ‘the funds,“ the 
prospects fora 2 and harmonious con- 
vention at Philadelphia have wmateri- 
ally improved during the last 
week. It is now pretty generally 
understood in Irish-American circles that 
the dynamite party will not press its views if 
the gentlemen who manipulated, or tried to 
manipulate, the Chicago Convention behave 
like modest and patriotic gentiemen. As the 
belief is that the 8 of the Chicago 
Convention will be obliged to take back seats 
next week, the prospects for harmony and 
useful work has materially increased. 

* Truth to tell, conservative men were by no 
means anxious that Mr. Parnell should come 
here. They do not wish to embarrass him. 
They wish to keep on in their own way, and 
are esirous that he should keep on in his 
way. 

A TRIBUNE representative had many in- 
terviews last week with prominent Lrish- 
American patriots, and all seemed to be in 
one accord as to the desirability of harmony 
and of sustaining the exertions of Mr. Par- 
nell and his colleagues. One of the most 
radical of the Rossa party in this city, Mr. 
P. W. Dunne, says that he will go to the con- 
vention solely to use his efforts for harmony. 
He believes in the honest and 
high purposes of Mr, Parnell, and 
will not under any circumstances 
do aught to embarrass him. Mr. Finerty 
in his paper, the Citizen, has taken moderate 
and N ground. The factions of New 
York will not be permitted to fight out their 
battles at the convention. If they are bent 
on having a row they will be requested to re- 
tire to the Bowery. 

It is hoped that Mr. John Dillon will ar- 
rive from Europe in time to attend the con- 
vention. 

Mr. W. J. Hynes is talked of for presiding 
oflicer of the convention. Others talk of Mr. 
James Redpath.

Tribune. ]—I have just seen THe TRIBUNE of 
Sunday last. and knowing the fair and generous 
spirit in which your journal has always treated 
the Irish question, I was more than surprised 
by the tone and substance of the articie in ref- 
erence to the forthcoming Irish National Con- 
vention.

Pants. March 26,—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—1 do not think that a more abomina- 
ble April joke, or one more calculated to 
bring about serious results, has ever been 
perpetrated in Paris than the one whereof I 
am about to write. There lies before me 
what appears at the first glance to be a per- 
fectly well-executed and genuine note of the 
Bank of France for a thousand frances, the 
color of the ink, the texture of the paper, and 
the general effect of the lettering, the signa- 
tures, and the design being all exactly simi- 
lar to those of a real note. It needs care- 
ful examination to show that the note 
is Son the Bank of St. Farce in- 
stead of that of France; that the signatures 
purport to be those of Ernest Renan, Garé 
baldi, ete, ; that the note is made payable at 
Lourdes on the Ist of April; and that the de- 
sigus in the bordering are grotesque and 
anti-clerical caricatures. The general! effect 
of the whole, and above all the words mille 
francs”’ printed in the centre of the note in 
exactly the same place and the same letters 
as in the genuine one, are only too well cal- 
culated to deceive the unwary. The notes 
are sold openly on the boulevards for 
two cents apiece. One of them has already 
been palined off in a package of bank notes 
on a well-known banking house on the Ave- 
nue de ’Opera. Another was nobly donated 
to a charitable entervrise by a wickedly-dis- 
posed individual, and he received the thanks 
of the committee bDetore the cheat was dis- 
covered. And the other day an American 
gentleman, simply to try an experiment, 
proffered one of these notes to his tailor and 
requested change. With just a glance at it 
to ascertain its denomination the tailor threw 
the note into a drawer, and, producing alittle 
bag of gold, began to count out the requisit 
number of napoleons. Before you hand 
me over the change.“ quoth the American, 
I would advise you to look closely at the 
note I have just given you.” Thus adjured 
the tailor drew the thousand-frane note from 
the drawer, and was amazed to ascertain its 
Worthless character. His American cus- 
tomer had taught him a lesson worth know- 
ing. 
I went, the other night to the Grand Opera 
to see the latest novelty produced a? that es- 
tablishment—namiely: the “‘ Henry VILL” of 
M. Saint-Saens. Musically speaking, the 
work reniinded me a good deat of the trage- 
dy mentioned in “Le Monde ou l'on s'Eu- 
nule,“ in which there was one fine line. 
‘There are one or two very beautiful mor- 
ceavux in the partidon, and notably Henry’s 
tirst solo, Does he who loses command?“ 
an exquisit duet between Henry and Anne 
Boleyn, and finally the concluding quartet, 
which 1s very striking, but is far from equal- 
ing the grand quartet in “ Rigoletto,” as 
has been claimed for it by iniudicious and 
over-enthusiastic friends of the composer. 
As to the rest of the music, it is very dreary, 
except where reminiscences of-Verdi en- 
liven the score. We have a flavor of “li 
Trovatare“ in one scene and a dash of 
“Aida” in anothen The lioretto is very 
good, the leading idea being taken from 
Shakspeare, hightened with melodramatic 
touches by the French playwrights who com- 
posed it. One of these scenes is very strik- 
ing—it is that which concludes the first 
act. Henry has, just created Anne 
Boleyn Marchioness of Pembroke, and is in 
the act of placing with his own hands the 
mantie of a Peeressjon her shoulders, whena 
funeral chant is beard outside; it is the 
cortége accompanying the Duke of Bucking- 
ham to his execution. The brilliant assem- 
blage turns from the new-made Peeress to 
look forth upon this dismal spectacle, and 
the curtain falls on Henry’s exclamation: 
Death be the lot of all who betray their 
King!“ and on the foreboding terror of Anne. 

Very fine, too, as a dramatic situation, is 
the close of the trial scene of Queen Kath- 
arine in Westminster Hall, which ends the 
third act. ‘The Legate pronounces the mar- 
riage of Henry and Katharine to be perfect- 
ly legal, whereupon the King summous the 
populace of London to enter the hall, ap- 
peals to them, as representatives of the peo- 
ple of England, if they will submit to foreign 
dictation, and amidst their acclamations he 
declares himself the head of a new Church 
of England, and announces the divorce of 
Queen Katharine and his intention of wed- 
ding Anne Boleyn—a perfectly impossi- 
ble ineident, yet one that has the 
werit of bringing upon the stage a grand 
and momentous epoch in the history of the 
world—namely;: the first revolt of the En- 
rlish sovereign against the tyranny of 

tome. Truly a tine libretto, and had the 
wusic only risen to the hights of the charac- 
ters and the situations we should have had 
as powerful a work as The Huguenois.” 
But, alas! Meyerbeer is dead, and all the 
grand dramatic music of France seems to 
have been interred with his bones. 
It is said that the libretto of 
„ Fidelio“ was first set to music 
by some mediocre and now forgotten com- 
poser. Beethoven was present at the first 
performance, which proved a failure. low

The Terms of a Ministerial Settlement 
a Hundred Years Ago. 

In the year 1788, now nearly a century ago, 
the people living in a hill town in Vermont, 
now called Grafton, but then known as 
Thomlinson, were trying to get a minister, 
and had been dickering with various persons 
for some time. It Was an important matter. 
and not to be settled in a day. The town 
Wanted to get a good man. but as the 
new settlement was a poor one, it wanted to 
get him at as low a price as possible. Final- 
ly a pastor was chosen on terms submitted 
by him to the town meeting, and it may not 
be without interest to the members of city 
churches of today, and also to these who fill 
city pulpits, to see how things were done in 
the brave days of old. The mixture of busi- 
hess and piety to be found in tne letter given 
below, is, so far as the spiritis concerned, 
often duplicated at the present time, though 
the wording is somewhat different. 

So the minister writes as follows to the 
people of Thomlinson: 


As it is the duty of every minister of thegos- 
pei to aim principally at the advancement the 
divine glory and the salvation of immortal souls, 
80 1 wisb and pray that these may be the govern- 
img motives with me it ever lsheuld take the 
charge of you or any other people, and you 
ought to choose for your minister one whom you 
have reason to hope and belleve will be a faith- 
fui servant of Jesus Christ, and you ought to 
look more ut the advancementof the Kedeem- 
er's kingdom and interest in your hearts than 
atany secular advantage which may thereby be 
received. You ought to consider the choice of a 
miuister as u very important matter, and to be 
much in prayer to God that He would direct 
your hearts therein, and when you bave made 
choice of a minister you ought to afford bim a 
decent and comfortabie support, that he need 
not be reduced to poverty or called off from the 
d * of nis ollice to seek the bare necessaries 
of life. 

As your circumstances are at present rather 
low and settiemeut new, I sbould be willing, if 
should settle among you. tu suffer with you, in 
hope to rise with you afterwards, Aud now, 
with respect to the terms of settlement, I would 
propose: 

First That the town provide for me a lot, or 
part of alot of land somewhere near the centre 
uf the tuwn, upon my paying an equivalent 
therefor in lana or other way. 

second—lI shall expect a house built upon said 
land, purtliy at the expense of the town, or ot 
certain individuals, aud partiy at my own ex- 
pense, 

‘Third—I shall need and expect some small 
pluce retired from noise to study in till 1 can 
have some conveniency therefor in my own 
house. 

Fourth-I shall expect the town will move my 
fainily hither as soon as there shall be a house 
prepared tor the reception of them, 

bifth—Notwitbstanding ministers are exempt 
from taxes by law, or an universal custom, yet 

I am willing to pay taxes in common witb others 
upon all the land that ever! shall own in Thom- 
linson—tmore thao one rigbt, or 36) acres, which 
rigot is to consist of such lots or parts of lots as 
i shall choose to have exempted. 

And pow with respect to salary: If I should 
settie bere, as the season of the year is-consid- 
erably advanced, or there would be no produce 
of of my land under two years, and as it is prob- 
uble that I should be absent a considerable part 
of the time between tuis and net spring, 1 
would propose: 

First—Tnat my yearly salary shall begin at the 
next aunual March 
only £80 tho firet yeur, the town allowing me to 
be ubsent one-third part of the time in the 
course of that year, aud allowing tor my board 
and housekeeping while ia town. 

second—That my Salarv should be paid by the 
day till ne next annual March meeting, only 
for the Subbaths that Il shail preach here until 
that time. 

Ibird— Tat the salary shall rise £10 a year till 
it amounts to £00, and that ever after to be the 
yearly salary. 

.Third—I shall expect my wood shall be pro- 
Vided for me from the time that I spall move ny 
tumily into town until my salary rises to the full 
amount, after which [ shailexpect to find my 
own wood, unless my friends shail be so kind as 
to give it tome. I sball also expect keeping fora 
horse and two cows from the time thut wy fami- 
ly shall move hither tillit shall be raised on my 
own land, 

Fourth—I shall request leave of absence only 
four days in the yeur after the first yeur. 

Fifth—Il shall expect to have teu avres of land 
in a year for the rst ive years cieared, fenced, 
and titted for the harrow, and i shail expect to 
bave the timber 1 before the Ist day of 
July annually, and to have one-bailf of it cleared 
and fitforthe harrow before the 10th day of 
September, and tue other baif before the Ist day 
of October pext suceceding the summerin which 
the timber is telied, and to have it fenced in 
proper season, and tor the doing of which | snail 
expect to allow out of my salary £20 annually, 
and fur the reset of my salury | shall expect to be 
paid iu wheat at tive shilliugs per bushel, or rye 
at four shillings per busbel. I sball expecta 
part of my salary to be paid as it becomes due, 
und as it may be wanted, ana the whole of it to 
be settled up at the close of each year. 

And now, in respect to the terms | have pro- 
posed, though | have drawn them out into acon- 
siderable number of articles, I have endeavoured 
to regard your interest, us well os my own, and 
to» make them as eusy for you as in reason 1 
could. The settlement of a minister is generally 
u heavy article, Or wbat costs the people a con- 
siderable sum. but, as [ bave stated matters, my 
settlement would not cost you a single farthing 
more than the expense of the ordination, and 
tho time that you spend in the business. 

And dow that you and lmay be directed to 
those mensures which may tend most to the 
glory of God and to our comfort and happiness, 
both bere and bereatter, is the sincere prayer of 
your trieud in the Gospel. 


The Presbyterian Churches—North and 
South. 

The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson, of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church, who had par- 
tially made arrangements to attend the 
Southern Presbyterian Assembly, which 
opens in Lexington, Ky., May 7, said last 
night that he had about made up his mind 
not to go South at ail, owing to the fact that 
he isobliged to go to Saratoga to open the 
Northern Presbyterian Assembly, which 
meets in that city May 17. i. 

For a long time the Southern and Northern 
Assemblies have been at“ outs,” there being 
ubsolutely no communication between the 
two. The Northern Assembly, having at 
one time declared itself on certain 
matters having their origin in part in sec- 
tional strife, and having declined to depart 
frum these declarations, which were objec- 
tionable to the Southern body, a feeling 
sprang up between the two which might be 
Bran as not altogether Christian-like. 
Dr. Johbftson said that, should he vigit the 
Southern Assembly, it would simply be for 
the purpose of conveying a fraternal saluta- 
tion with a view to bringing about a harmo- 
nious condition of affairs all around and not 
for the purpose of bringing up old issues. 
The Northern Assembly had taken a final 
stand on these issues and would not devart 
therefrom. Nevertheless he thought there 
might be brought about some sort of commu- 
nication and fraternity between the two as- 
semblies even though they might hold dif- 
ferent views on certain matters, | 
Meeting of the Mormon Conference—A 

Priest-Ridden People. 

Sat LAKE Crry, Utah, April 10.—[Special 
Correspondence.}—The Mormon Conference 
has just adjourned, and he who has not 
looked upon this phenomenon has missed 
the chief event of the Utah year. It is always 
opened April 6, to commemorate the found- 
ing on that day in 1830 of the Latter-Day 
Church, and is nothing less than the annual 
mass-meeting of this sect, at which every 
man, woman, and child has a vote upon cer- 
tain matters which are always brought for- 
ward. Fur days before and days after the 
trains are thronged under the attraction of 
one-fourth the usual rates of fare. Many 
motives combine to bring the faithful from 
ail parts of the Territory—religion, business, 
pleasure, the social iustinct. Tho stores are 
thronged, and also the saloons. Every cor- 
ner has its extempore stall for the sale uf all 
manner of notions, ‘Lheatres are in full 
blast. for your Utah saint has no fear of the 


hts. 
8 the big tabernacle is the centre 
and seat ot common interest. Morning and 
afternoon for four days it is throngyd. On 
the closing day 10,000 or 12.000 may be ex- 
ected to attend, for the most part of at pain- 
ully low grade intellectually and socially, 
with dull eyes anda slavish look, gathered 
from the wretched peasantry of many lands. 
Of feminine beauty, you look almost in vain 
for a trace in those 5,000 faces. Nor are 
manlv independence, ambition. and determi- 
pation much easier to find. You see before 
.

you the dignities of the holy priesthood, in 
whose hands are all the power and honors. 
You hear at intervals an ample orchestra, a 
trained choir of a hundred voices, and the 
big organ to lead. Babies, too, by the 
hundreds crow a squall by turns, Harangues 
ars numerous from doughty elders upon 
standard themes, such as, Obey the holy 
priesthood, pay tithes, build temples; how 
wicked are our foes, and how sure polygam 
is to prevail. It came out that the chure 
had. among other officers, twelve apostles, 
sixty patriarchs (whose business is to bless 
the brethren at $2 a head), 3,140 high priests, 
11,540 elders (each one able to preach and 
baptize), 1.285 priests, 1,575 teachers. and 
4,100 deacons, not to name some thirty Presi- 
dents and 275 Bishops. So here we have 
about 22,000 church officials to a population 
of 120,000, and every sixth person is an oftice- 
holder. Truly, a well- governed. or at le a 
much-governed people! The three temples 
at Logan, Manti, and St. George have cost 
$1,500,000, and the one in this city will cost 
as much, 

Then nearly 200 missionaries were ap- 
pointed to preach the Mormon gospel in 
Christian lands, of whom thirty go to Scan- 
dinavia, thirty-five to Great Britain, and 
sixty to the Southern States. All these 
have been chosen since October last, and six 
months hence many more will receive march- 
ing orders. At the last session the sacra- 
ment of bread and water was distributed to 
10,000 of old and young, and some thirty of 
the chief rulers were reélected to the posi- 
tions which from time immemorial thev 
have filled. At the call of George Q. Can 
non, master of ceremonies, a vote was taken 
by the showing of hands. All over 8 years 
are possessed of the franchise, and, strange 
to say, the multitude was absolutely of one 
mind, for every vote was in the aflirmative. 
This is the vigorous Utah way of doing 
things. X. 


The Letter of an Apostate Priest on 
Returning to the Bosom ot the 
Roman Catholic Church, 

The following remarkable retraction is go- 
ing the rounds of the Roman Catholic jour- 
nals: 

During the years 1872, 1873. and 1874 I labored 
in the Diocese of Cleveland in the capacity of a 
priest. In an evil hour, impelled by anger and 
yielding to pride, labandoued my position, at 
the sume time leaving tne church. I confess 
my apostasy was a rush and unjustifiable act, 
and altogethemmy own fault. It happened ata 
time when | was veither devout nor charitabie, 
and when for the moment I had lost sight of 
the spirit and aim of a true priest. 

For all this in better moments I have tried to 
do penance. Having cone astray, I had to thor- 
oughly learn that I could not return by my 
own light or strength, but only by the grace of 
God. Entering iuto myself, I hereby in- 
torm the public,. which 1 have scandai- 
ized; my brethren of the priesthood, whom I 
bave diseditied, and in particular the 
members of the cOngregation in which 
| have ministered and which 1 have so deeply 
puined, that I have returned to the faith of the 
Holy Roman Catbolic Church, and with my 
whole heart and mind, and ot my own free will, 
and in humble penance have placed myself 
under the merciful judgment of my former 
ordinary, the Rt. Kev. Bishop of Cleveland. 

Pardon me, then, you whom IL bave scandalized. 
That a man has not done more than he did, has 
not lifted further bis bead against the true 
mother of the faithful tuan turning himseif 
from, ber is, lown, poor ground for pardoning 
him. Yetit you forgive Me you can do more 
for me than I can do for myself. 

As divine charity bids, pray for me to our 
gracious Lord the Savor and nis Blessed 
Mother, that | may yet have strength and time 
to render some satisfaction and to make some 
reparation to the Catholic public, so that in the 
blessed end, at least, we can say together gladly 
we ure one in faith and one in charity.

Chicago’s Permanent Stock Company. 

It has long been an undisguised fact that 
the combinauon system, which has been 
uppermost in theatricals during several ten- 
sons past, is onthe wane, and that it will soon 
be in a measure replaced by permanent stock 
companies in the larger cities in accordance 
with popular demand. The pulflic have 
grown tired of seeing the same old stars and 
attractions visit them once or twice during 
the season, and they are demand- 
ing something. new and more stable. 
New York City, which has a large 
floating population that can support the trav- 
eling companies, boasts of three excellent 
stock companies, at the Union Square, 
Madison Square, and Wallack’s, and there 
appears to be no reason why Chicago could 
not give adequate support to at least one 
stock company, provided it be composed of 
first-class and capable actors and actresses 
and produces the old and new suecesses with 
proper scenic accessories. 

The idea of a first-class stock company in 
Chieago has been often talked ot by the local 
managers, and many air-castles have been 
constructed only to be blown down when 
some successful star does a large business at 
the theatre and gives evidence of the success 
ot the combination“ system. It has re 
mained for an outsider to take the initiative. 
Mr. McKee Rankin has been traveling about 
the country during a number of seasons past 
with “The Danites” and 49,“ and he is 
convinced from his experience that the bor- 
der dramas will not find favor with the pub- 
lic mueh longer. Besides, he is tired of the 
worry of travel, and is anxious tosettle down 
and make for himself a home—a place that is 
unknown in the nomadic life of a player. 
Ile was firm in the belief that Chicago can 
and willsupport a stock company of good 
calibre, and with a view of establishing such 
a company here he has resolved to try the 
experiment of a summer season, Learning 
of his intentions in this direction a repre- 
sentative of THE TRIBUNE called on hun 
during the week at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
and asked him for particulars. 

es.“ he said, “I think Chicago will 
support a good stock company which) can 
produce the old and new successes in a first- 
class manner—a company like those of the 
Union Square and Wallack’s. I think there 
is a field for such a venture here and 1 would 
like to settle down in this city.” 

Have you perfected any plans!“ 

Well, | have secured part of my com- 
pany, and will open at Lovoley’s Theatre 
July 2, playing through July and part of Au- 
gust, Ofcourse that will be an experiment. 
It it is successful Chicago will have a first- 
class stock company.“ 

Wat people have you secured?“ 

As leading lady I have secured Miss Car- 
oline Hill, who is undoubtedly one of the 
best leading actresses that ever came to this 
country trom England. There she ranks 
next to Mrs. Kendall. Then there will be J. 
D. Beveridge, who played Wyndham’s suc- 
cesses through the English provinces. Also 
Herbert Kelsey, a handsome young actor 
now at Wallack’s, and Mr. Howard, one of 
Wallack’s comedians. John E. Howell, an 


excellent character actor, has also been en-- 


gaged, and with one or two others, Mrs, Ran- 
kin and myself, there will be what 1 call an 
excellent company.“ 

“ What plays do you propose producing 

Well. 1 think the public is tired of trashy 
melodrgmaand comic opera, so 1 shall give 
them a taste of the Robertsonian comedies, 
such as ‘Money,’ “Caste,” Ours.“ and ‘School, 
all mounted in the most complete manner. 
It is possible that we shall produce Wallack’s 
great success, The Veteran,’ and if we do we 
shall have his assistant stage manager to 
direct the production. Lam quite confident 
of the success of the venture, and would like 
encouragement enough to warrant my es- 
tablishing a permauent company. 1 shall 
endeavor to secure ail of the new successes

NIHILISTS, 
UNEASINESS IN EUROPE OVER THE cono- 
NATION. 

LONDOn, April 14.—[(Special Cable. Tue cor- 
onation at Moscow may and may not take place. 
It is very generally doubted throughout Europe 
if it will, and in some of the best informed quar- 
ters it is stated it will be again postponed. 
There is no cessation of the preparations for 
the festivities. Almost daily some new anno unce- 

ment is made of the intended munificence of 
the Czar, or of some extraordinary lavishness of 
dispiay which has been devised. In the mean- 
time the police have arrested so mahy men and 
women that the jails cannot contain them, 


and although an immense amount of 
information has fallen into their hands 
it only serves to show tmat the 


fraternity is more numerous and more hostile 
than ever, that its determination is unconquer- 
able, and that it is absolutely fearless and reck- 
less as to the consequences which its acts may 
entail. The approaching event is regarded 
with great uneasiness by the numerous 
royal and other personages upon whom it 
is incumbent to attend. The King and Queen of 
Denniark have already excused themselves, al- 
leging as a reason the delicate health of the lat- 
ter, and it is probable that other expected 
fuests will find even better reasons for absent- 
ing themselves. It is very evident that. the 
mreatest pageant that has been attempted 
in centuries will, if it takes place, be witnessed 
by very uneasy spectators. Invitations have 
been sent to representatives of the prominent 
anti-Republican French papers to attend, and 
the Imperial Government will pay all their ex- 
penses, entertain them gorgeously, and present 
each with 5,000 rubies. 
MANY ARRESTS.

A GREAT MAN, 

AN HONOR CONFERRED UPON DR. CHARLES 
WILLIAM SIEMENS—SKErCH OF HIS CA- 
REER. 

Loypon, April 14.— Dr. Siemens, the well- 
known telegraphic engineer, has been knighted. 

[Charles William Siemens, D.C. L., F. R. S., was 
porn at Lenthe, in Hanover, en the 4th of April, 
1833. He received his education at the Gymna- 
sium ot Lubeck. the Art School of Madgeburg, 
and the University of Gottinwen. In 1843 he eu- 


} tered as a pupit the engine works of Count Stol- 


berg. In 1843 he visited Kugland for tus purpose 
of iatroducing a method of gilding and silver- 
ing by gaivanic deposit, principally the in- 
vention of his elder brother, Werner 
Siemens, and in the same year the 
brothers iavented a differential governor for 
steani-engines. In18i4 C. W. Siemens again 
went to Engiand to patent this invention, and 
has ever since remained in that country, of 
which he became a naturalized subject in 1859. 
Inthe same year (1844) was brought out the 
process of “anastatic printing. which inven- 
tion was due tothe two brothers. About this 
time Mr. Siewens was variously engaged. He 
was at times occupied upon railway works, 


upon improvements at Hoyle's Cualico- 
Printing Works, and upon several other 
inventions. Between the years 1844-1847 he was 


ovcupied inter alia with the chronometric gov- 
ernor. Several of these governors are in use at 
the Koyal Observatory, Greenwich, for cvuna- 
trolling the motion of transit and recording in- 
strumeots. In 1846 was introduced the double 
cylinder air-pump. It was in 1847 that Mr. Sie- 
mens turned his attention to the then pew 
study of the dynamical! theory of heat, and also 
to the use of a regenerstor for recovering 
that portion of the heat which presents itself 
at the exhaust port of a caioric engine. 
The first engine constructed upon this priuciple 
was of tour-borse power. An engine of twenty 
horse-power was piaced in the Paris Universal 
Exhibition of 1857, but, not realizing altogether 
the expectations of its designer, another of six 
horse-power wus substituted, made by N. 


Farecot, of Paris, and was found to 
work wih considerabie economy. In 
1851 Siemens iutroduced his water-meter, 


which, both in its original and in a modified 
form, bas been very extensively used both in 
this country and on the continent, the number 
in use being nearly 30,000. Between 1556 and 
1561 Siemens, in conjunction witb his brother 
Frederick, worked out the regeacrative gas fur- 
nace, an invenuon with which his name will 
ever be remembered. Since 1867 Dr. Siemens 
bas manufactured steel on the open bearth 
of bis regenerative gas furusce. The furnaces 
hold a charge of ten tons, and will 
produce from twenty to thirty tous of steel in 
twenty-four hours. This steel is much em- 
ployed for all kinds of machinery pu rposes 
woere high quality and uniformity are esseutial, 
and also iv the construction of steel ships and 
bowlers, which are gradually supplanting iron. 
W bile introducing the open-beartp process as a 
considerable advance in the mode of production 
of steci Dr. Siemens bas been working to ac- 
cowplish the further result of making steel 


und iron direct from the ore, and with 
this end in view he constructed, in 
1866, bis sample steel works at Bir- 


minzham, and, in 1867, he sent several samples 
of steel produced iu this manner to the Univer- 
sal Exbibztiou at Paris. The urst experimental 
attempts led to the construction of the Rotatory 
Furnace, by which that eud is effected. It wus 
in 1868 that be originute, the Landore Siemens 
Steel Works, which manufacture upwards of 
1.000 tons of cast steel per week. 
Ine works in England licensed by Dr. 
Siemens are capable ot producing 250.000 tons. 
Ever since 1848 Dr. Siemens has been interested 
in telegruph eng:neermg. In 1558 be established, 
with bis brother.

He was born at Southern Hill, 
Reading, Engiand, June 22, 1826, was educated 
at Eton, and succeeded nis father as third bar- 
onet April 10, 1832. He was appointed to the 
Thirty-fifth Regiment in August, 1843; served 
with the regiment in the Mauritius; was ftrans- 
ferred to the Grenadier Guards in 1847; proceed- 
ed with the expeditionary force to Maita in Feb- 
ruary, 1854; and served througbout the Crimean 
campaign. He was present at the landing at 
Old Fort and at the battles of Alma, Balaklava, 
inkermann, aod siege of Sebastapol; was ap-, 
pointed D. A. A. G. and D. A. G. G. after the 
battle of Inkermann; was promoted Brevet- 
Major for distmrutsued service in the field; re- 
ceived the Victoria Cross for his conduct 
at Inker mann, as also the Crimean medal and 
four clasps, the Turkish medal and Order of 
the Medjidie, and the order of the Legion of 
Honor. Herepresented Berkshire in the Gon- 
servative interest in the Parliament of 1805-68. 
and vacated bis seat for that county under the 
operation of the minority vote. He was re- 
turned for Westminster in 1874, which city he 
represented at the time or his death.

William H. Vanderbiit engaged in a somewhat 
famous ** pegging operation to prevent a gen- 
eral aud disastrous break lu the whole list. The 
„boys,“ as Cornelius and William K. Vander- 
bilt are called, have taken their father’s*piace 
in the market, and Mr. Gould's contemplated 
retirement will be even more complete than

that of Mr. William H. Vanderbilt's, 
for Gould’s bas been a life of specula- 
tion. Mr. Gould expected to leave on 


his southwestern trip, in company with Kussell 
Sage and A. L. Hopkins, this morning, but busi- 
ness kept bim iu New York, and his plan is to 
go Monday. He was at his howe tonight when 
waited onto learn about bis retirement, but 
wus occupied with a party. of friends. Mr. 
Washington E. Connor, who has long been his 
business maagager, and whois the head ot the 
firm in which be is a special partner, was at 
home when sought. He said that Mr. Gould's 
alfairs were in such a shape that they could be 
clused up in twenty-four hours. The work to 
be done merely required time. It was all mapped 
out and only awaited the course of eveuts. Mr. 
Connor paid a high tribute to the son whom Mr. 
Gould has chosen to succeed bim. He said he 
frequently took charge of the workings of the 
stock. He selected bis owu brokers and sent 
out his own orders. He enjoyed specuiation, 
and, what was more, was successful. 

W hen toid of the belief in some quarters that 
Mr. Gould would not start onatrip around the 
world at all Mr. Connor laughed at the skepti- 
cism. He said that Mr. Gould might not go as 
soon as be bad at tirst intended, but that would 
be because his yacht would not be ready. He 
would probably cruise about New York fora 
time, and migbt start acrosa the ocean any time 
from August to October. Whea Mr. Gould was 
asked two months ago about his prospective 
tour, if be was going to retire permanentiy from 
business. he said: I am going to try a little 
play.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 
A CONTROLLING INTEREST IN THE COMPANY 
PURCHASED BY A SYNDICATE. 

New York, April 14.—[Special.]|—A change is 
about to be made in the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany, which change will, its officers said, con- 
tribute largely to the success of its plans. The 
change of base of the affairs of the company is 
caused by the sale of the stock owned by Mr. 
John B. Alley, of Boston. Mr. Alley owned a 
controlling interest in the company, and has al- 
ways evinced a great interest in its affairs, but 
being advised lately by his physicians to give up 
all active business, decided to sell his 
stock, which has been purchased by a 
syndicate of capitalists of New York and Bos- 
ton. Their names have not been made known 
as yet, as the negotiations have not been fully 
completed. Vice-President Henry Cummings, 
of this city, said today that he did not think that 
there would bea change iu the executive or- 
ticers of the compuuy, except in mat heid by 
Mr. Alley, although a new Board of Directors 
would probably be chosen. With tbe new ad- 
ministration, Mr. Cummings said that lines of 
the wires would be put up immediately in all 
the larger cities of the United States. ‘The capi- 
talists who had taken bold of the matter were 
men whose sole interest was for the welfare of 
the Post Telegraph Company. 


MINISTER PARTRIDGE, 


HE RETURNS FROM PERU TO MAKE EXPLA* 

NATIONS TO THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 

New York, April 14.—({Special.]—The Hon. J. 
R. Partridge. United States Minister to Peru, 
arrived at this port this morning from South 
America by the steamship City of Para. He 
soon after repaired to bis hotel in the upper 
part of the city, where he was met and con- 
versed with. Mr. Partridge was at first disin- 
clined to say anything with regard to the com- 
ments made in the press as to his action in Peru 
during the recent troubies,as he did not con- 
sider it judicious to talk until after he had re 
ported to Washington, whither bis dispatches bad 
ulready gone. He, however. said the report that 
be bad joined ina note of agreement with cer- 
tain foreign powers to represent to their Gov- 
ernments the necessity for a cessation of the 
Chiti-Peruvian war was incorrect. He had 
merely placed before his own Government a 
report of the actual condition of atfairs, and if 
his dispatches had been published in detail the 
facts would bave been laid before the people 
aud press of the United States, and the erro- 
neous comments would doubtless not have been 
made. He did not cousider it necessary to 
ask for authority from the State Depart- 
ment to report to it, as its representative, 
the actual condition of affairs, and consequent- 
ly, when be received official notice that his action 
had been disapproved he applied for a leave of 
absence, so that he could return to this country 
and make a personal statement to the Govern- 
ment, which applicatiou was granted. As to the 
report that the German Minister refused to join 
in the “note of aureement.“ there being no 
such note de could not have refused, 
nor was he asked. The other stories 
as to the Britin ana ikKItalian Min- 
isters absenting themseives and leaving 
the conduct of the alt» to their subordinates, 
or that the Spanish Minister declined to act, was 
also talse. With regard to the influence that 
the French Minister bad bad on his course of 
aotion, his dispatches wheu published would 
show how much truth there was in that story. 
He, however. preferred to make no comments us 
to the way his avtion had been construed until 
he had had an opportunity of reporting to the 
Stute Department, which would be early next 
week, as he intended to go on to Washington as 
soon as he had obtained needed rest.

A MAYOR IN JAIL. 


HE APPROPRIATED OVER $100,000 oF u- 
NICIPAL FUNDS. 

New. York, April 14.—[Special.]—The doors of 
the Oueen’s County jaii.closed on Henry 8. De- 
bevois, ex-Mayor of Long Island City, this a®- 
ternoon, and the diegraced young man experi- 
enced with keen mortification tne severity of 
lawfulimprisopment. The verdict of the jury, 
by which a judgment for $100,700 was entered 
against ex-Mayor Debevois in tavor of the city 
which he had wronged, caused several ot Mr. 
Debevois’ bondsmen to become anxious. It was 
generally doubted that the ex-Mayor would be 
able to raise the money with which 4o pay the 
judgment, and fears were expressed that he 
would endeavor to run away rather than to 
2 to jail.

Their action sur- 
prised the ex-Mayor, but they were firm in their 
determination, and six of the gentlemen with- 
drew and surrendered Debevois into the custody 
of the Sheriff. There was cunsiderabie talk in 
Long Island City today about the alleged dis- 
covery of deficiencies and irregularities in the 
the various city departments other than those 
previously made puaplic. The President of tne 
Common Council and exofficio member of the 
Water Board. declared that a large deficiency had 
been discovered in that department, and tbat

The First Tornado of the Season Strikes 
in Arkansas, 

Ozark, Ark., April 14.—At nearly 1 this morn- 
ing a disastrous tornado struck White Oak, a 
Station on the Little Rock & Fort Smith Rail- 
way, ten miles west of thistown. The wind 
blew from the southwest, and its force was be- 
yond the powers of description. The sides of 
the mountains, which before the storm were 
covered with trees, now show none standing, 
even oaks being snapped in twain like pipe- 
stems. After came hail, and lasted till the 
grouud was covered with ice. Many stones were 
nearly as large as hens’ eggs. 

THE VICTIMS. 

F. H. Risor, Postmaster, lost his store and resi- 
dence, and probably most of the mail. Three 
hundred dollars in currency were also scattered 
by the winda, $89 being found. He was serious- 
ly injured about the spine. 

L. R. H. Wallace's residence, stables, and 
store, occupied by J. E. Cox, were leveled, as 
were also the residence of J. C. W. Murray and 
ail others at that place, 

The storm averaged three miles in width. It 
came from south of the river ata point near 
White Oak. The telegraph-wire was blown 
down for nearly four miles and no fences can be 
seen anywhere. Trees two and three feet in di- 
ameter were uprooted, broken, and twisted like 
twigs. One more than two feet thick lay on the 
ra road track, the iron rail beneath it broken in 
pieces. Pile after pile of great railroad ties 
were found blown aroun if they had been 
matches, and a car-load Ut iumber bad been 
emptied, the side-stakes broken short off. 

Reports of destruction ot property and loss of 
life come from every direction. 

IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Thomas Ross and wife and William Herron, 
one mile north, were fatally injured and their 
houses swept away. 3 

W. E. McCain, David Hall, John Brasure, and 
Wallace all lost their houses. Wallace's was a 
one-story-and-a-hbalf log house, the upper half 
being carried away. | 

Daniel Wade, William Hann, and Zach Harper 
also lost ail their houses, 

Union Church and school- house, a mile north - 
west, is also in ruins. Daniel Wade lost every- 
thing in his house. 

The only building of any kind standing is a 
section-house which was not squarely in the 
track of the storm. 

At Gay's Mill, two miles west, one small resi- 
dence is all that remains standing. 

F. J. Lewis’ house, and half a dosen others 
are in ruins, 

AT CONWAY. : ' 

A storm of such severity was never know 
here. The tornado reached Conway, Faulkner 
County, on the same railway at 3 p. m., from the 
northeast. Noone was killed, but several were 
badly injured. 

No reports come from the interior. 

The Catholic and Baptist Cnurchnes were both 
destroyed. 

Simmons Bros.’ gin- mill is a total wreck, and 
Hilliard & Co's planing- mill was swept away. 

Bruce, Fraueuthal & Martin brick blocks 
were unroofed and the front of Brown’s drug- 
store blown in. 

Numerous residences are in ruins.

A Heavy Gale at Jefferson City, Mo. 

JEFFERSON Crrr. Mo., April 14.—[Special.)— 
About 2 o’cloek this evening this city and sec- 
tion of country was visited by a terrific rain and 
wind storm. The wind, which had been blowing 
hard for two days, suddenly assumed the pro- 
portions of a cyclone. It came from the south, 
and first struck and partly unroofed the resi- 
dence of the County Jailer, at the corner of 
Monroe and McCarty streets. Almost at 
the same instant a crash was heard 
near the corner of Monroe and 
High streets, and those who were where they 
could see it beheld the porch at the rear of the 
new building occupied by Dalimyer & Co. asa 
dry-good stores sailing through the air over the 
building, followed by the tin roof, which was 
rolled up as if it were cardboard, the whole 
being landed in the midale o gu 
street. in front of the builging. n its 
fall the roof carried with it a number 
of telepbone wires. Fortunately, no one 
was injured. The unrooted building of Dall- 
myer & Co. is one of the finest business edifices 
in the city, and was erected in 1881 at a cost of 
$9,000. So far no other serious damage by the 


wind bas been reported, although it is supposed 
other places suffered more severely than chese, 
as the wind biowed rather high, and the flercest 
part of the storm seems to have passed over us. 


Telegraph Lines Down in Nebraska. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 14.—[Special.]—The storm 
ot the last twenty-four hours bas prostrated 
nearly every telegraph line west of the Missis- 
sippi River, and in consequence railway trains 
na ve to run cautiously for lack of ordurs, and 
na ve failed to make time. Snow fell from Sid- 


ney west this morning, and this afternoon the 


mercury fell suddenly from 71 to 40 degroes. 
Some damage by hall and wind is reported from 


different sections, but owing to the lack ot com- 
munieation little can be learned. Several 
buildings in this eity bave been undermined by 
washouts, and one brick building was com- 


pletely wrecked. 


A Thirty-Six- Hour Gate in Kansas. 

Torka. Kas., April 14.—[Special.)—A wind- 
storm of unusual violence bas been prevailing 
here for thirty-six hours, blowing down trees 
and uoroofing many light bulidings. Reports 
received here today indicate that the storm has 
extendea to the interior of the State, and in 
some localities was very severe. The wind was 
uccompanied by sharp lightaing with light falls 


ot rain, the air being very cold. A few miles 
west of here a buy named McGonigie was struck 
by lightning and instantly Killed.

RAILROADS. 


No Perceptible Increase in East- Bound 
Freicht Shipments. 

Although strenuous efforts were made by the 
various roads running cast from tbis city to ia- 
erease their tonnage during the last week, the 
record of shipments show but a very slight in- 
crease, The shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions during the last week were 32,484 tons, 
against 30,647 for the previous one. The week 
before that the east-bound sbipments of flour. 
grain, and provisiogs amounted to over 7,000 
tons. There are no indications that business of 
the Eastern lines will improve for some months 
to come: on the contrary. it is quite probable 
that shipments by rail will become still smalier 
than they now are. The roads feel considerably 
alarmed over thia sudden decline ia shipmeats, 
and there is talk now about making a reduction 
in east-bound rates. It is quite probable that 
the rates on grain would have been reduced five 
cents per 100 pounds,to take effect tomorrow, 
bad it not been foy.the strenuous opposition of 
the Vanderbilt roads, which do not take kindly 
to a reduction, because it is.to the interest of 
Vanderbilt to keep up the ratésin order to force 
business on the steambeat lines which give it to 
the New York Central &t Buffalo. Owing to the 
refusai of the Vanderbilt roads to considera 
reduction ia rates at this time, it is not likely 
that rates will be reduced betore May 1.

A QUARTER OF A CENTURY. 


The Penalty Imposed on Flaherty for 
Shooting Kelly at the Polls. 

In the Flaberty murder case Mr. Beattie, 
counsel for the accused, made a strong appeal 
for the acquittal of his client, on the ground 
that the shooting was dove in seif-defense. lu 
the afternoon State’s-Attorney Mills made the 
speech for the prosecution, and asked that the 
extreme punishment of the law be meted out to 
the prisoner for the crime committed, which he 
said was clearly premeditated. The defense, he 
said, had been made up of perjury and fraud, 
and wus entitjed to no consideration by tbe jury. 
At a quarter fo 4 the case was given to the jury, 

At 10:45 last night the jury announced that 
they bad arrived at a verdict, and as soon as 
Judge Jameson bad taken his seat Flaherty was 
brought toto the court-room by a Deputy 
Sherilf and given a seat near the Clerk’s desk. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury having taken their places Clerk John 
Bell read their verdict, as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty as 
charged in the indictment, and fix his punishb- 
ment at twenty-five years’ imprisonment in the 
State Penitentiary.” 

The prisoner showed not the slightest feeling, 
but after giving bis hat, which lay on the tabie 
before bim, a slicht twirl, be tilted bis chair 
buck in a nonchalant manner and awaited the 
dismissal of the jury. 

Judge Jameson dismissed the jury in a brief 
address lu which be expressed his gratitude at 
the patience they bad exhibited during tbe trial, 
and commended them for doing their duty. 

Beattic, Fiaherty'’s attorney, gaye notice that 
he wovid makea pro forma motion for a new 
trial. Judge Jameson informed bim that the 
motion pro forma could not be entertained at 
the time. Just then Fiaherty called the attor- 
ney over to bim and whispered something to 
him, when Mr. Beattie announced that he would 
withdraw the words pro forma.“ and simply 
announced that be entered a motion for a new 
trial. The prisoner was then remanded to jail. 

State’s-Attorney Milis expresses himself as 
Satisiied with the verdict. 

Edward J. Kelly, brother ot the murdered 
man., was present, and to a [HI BUNE reporter 
expressed his dissatisiaction that the verdict 
was not death, or at least imprisonment for life. 

AS THE BALIMTS RAN. 

John C. Davison, foreman of the jury, stated 
that there were twelve ballots cast by the jurors, 
us foliows: First ballot, 9 for guilty of murder in 
the first degree, 2 for not sruilty, and 1 for man- 
siaugbter; second ballot, 10 for guilty, 2 for not 
guilty; third ballot, gulity of murder as charged 
in the indictment, but no punishment inflicted: 
fourth ballot. 6 for life imprisonment, 5 for two 
years, and 1 for fourteen years; sixth ballot, 4 
for life imprisonment, l fer thirty-five years, 2 
lor twenty-tive years, aud 5 for twenty years; 
seventh ballot, 6 for life imprisonment, 1 for 
twenty-five years, and 5 for twenty years. On 
the eighth, ninth, tenth, aad eleventh baliots 
the votes varied from thirty-five’ to twenty 
years’ imprisonment, but on the twelfth ballot 
allagreed in fixing the punishment at twenty- 
five years. . 

OTHER CRIMINAL MATTERS. 

A motion ir a new trialin the case of Harris 
Cohen, convicted of receiving stolen property, 
was argued before Judge Tuley yesterday morn- 
mg in the Criminal Court. The motion was 
granted, when Cohen withdrew bis piea of not 
guilty, pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiiary. This was the third 
trial of the case. On the Urst trial Cohen was 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. On 
the sccoud trial, a few weeks ago, he got four 
years, and now he gets the same sentence as on 
the tirsttrial. Cohen is about 60 years old, and 
was convicted of buying goods that he knew 
were stolen. 

A wotion for a new trial was partially argued 
in the case of John Kinney. recently convicted 
of mansiaughter and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for teu years. The further hearing was 
postponed. 

ln Judge Barnum's court yesterday Norman 
McLeod gave buil in 8500 to answer to a charge 
of larceny. 

Michael Keefe also gave bail in $600 to au- 
swer to a charge of larceny. — 

Further evidence for the defense was heard 
yesterday before Judge Barnum in the case of 
John Sheridan and Andrew Rider, charged with 
hog-stealing. Sheridan was on che stand in the 
forenoon, and denied ail complicity in the thefts 
with which be was charged. A number of wit- 
nesses testilied to the good character of both 
detendants. The case will be coutinued Monday 
morning. 


HYDE PARK. 


The New Board Begins the Work of 
Retrenchment — Salaries Cut Down 
and Sinecures Abolished. 

The Hyde Park Board of Trustees met yester- 
day afternoon, a full board present. The report 
for the year of Consulting- Engineer Ellers was 
read. The cost of operating the water-works 
was $20.98 per million gullons. He recommended 
fhe abandonment of the present inlet-pipe sys- 
tem and the vigorous prosecution of the tunnel 
system now under way. 

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The annual report of the President was read. 
It estimated the population of the village at 
40,000, which is an increase of nearly 100 per cent 
over the census of 1880. It states that there are 
two public schools and thirty-two churches: 
there are 214 saloons under a license of $52. The 
fire department consists of 212 mep, divided into 
ten companies. The purchase of two steamers 
is recommended. Tue report goes on to say: 
Tue financial condition of our corporation is 
very promising. Our bonded indebtedness is 
only $413,000, drawing interest at the rate of 7 
per cent per annum.” The old board retired 
sine die. The Clerk and Trustees were then 
woes in, and Mr. Leonard was elected Presi- 

ent. 

CUTTING DOWN PLACES AND PAY. 

A resolution was adopted, Webster voting in 
the nogative, to abolish the following olfices: 
First- Assistant Superintendent of Public Works: 
Socond- Assistant; Prosecuttug- Attorney: Tax 
Claim-Agent; Hose-House Watchman: Consult- 
ing Engineer; Assistant Consulting BRnogineer, 
and Lieutenant of Police. Salaries were fixed 
as follows: Controller, $1,800; Village Hall As- 
sistant, $1,400; Treasurer, $1,500; Eugineer and 
Superintendent of Public Works, $2,400: Captain 
of Police, $1,500; Chief Engineer of the ater 
Works, $1,380; Village Attorney, $2,000: Water 
Inspector and Tapper, $1,200, with an allowance 
of $360 for carriage hire; Collector, $560; Phy- 
sician, $300; Sergeant of Police, $80 per month, 
and policemen $65 per month; Clerk, $1,500, and 
no allowance for assistance. 

The Captain of Police was directed to confer 
with the Committee on Police with a view to the 
reduction of the police force to thirty men Af 
practicable. The Chief Engineer of the wafer- 
works was authorized to recommend for em- 
ployment two engineers at a salary not to ex- 
ceed $1,080 per annum each and three firemen 
at a salary not to exceed $720 per annum each. 
All telephones connecting with the houses or 
offices of the members of the board now in use 
at the expense of the village were ordered out, 
except the one between the house of the 
Captain of Police and the village-hall and 
one to be put up to connect the house 
of the Commissioner of the Water- Works. 
The duties beretofore performed by the Tax 
Claim Agent were assigned to the Village Col- 
lector in consideration of which he shall be en- 
titied to retain such fees as the board ma 
hereafter fix upon. The Vil Inspector was al- 
lowed to retain for his services such propor- 
tion of the fees collected by him as may here- 
after be agreed upon.

Oliver Wendell Holmes and Joseph 
Medill Entertained at New 
York City. 


Mr. Medill’s Speech — How Reid and 
Knox Got Away from Their Em- 
ployer— Florida. 


New York, April 14.—[Special.]—About eighty 
members of the Lotos Club sat down to an in- 
formu! dinner this evening at the club-house in 
Fifth avenue. The dinner was originally in- 
tended to be a sort of club reunion. Among 
thé’, guests were Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes and Mr. Joseph Mediil. The 
members of the club rose to 
their feet as Dr. Holmes entered and continued 
cheering until he bad taken his place at the 
President's side, when he bowed his acknowl- 
edementa and took bis seat. After a few 
moments spent in general couversation 
the company was called to-order and the 
gucsts presented by Mr. Reid to those usseinbied. 
Dr. Hoimes responded in a charming speech 
full of gratitude to the club and to New- York- 
ers for the hospitality that be had received on 
every band and atevery hour during his pres- 
ent visit to New York.

CRISFIELD, Md., April 14.—[Special.]—About 
baif-past 10 ‘clock this morning‘a fire broke out 
in one of the small houses on Goodsell’s alley in 
the business district of thetown. The buildings 
being all of wood, well Seasoned and closely sit- 
vated, fell an easy prey to the flames, which 
burned furiously and with great rapidity. The 
alarm was given as soon as the fire was discov- 

ered, and in a short time the whole populatuon 
of the town was on the streets nearest the con- 
fiagration. The most intense excitement pre- 
vailed. 

A WORTHLESS FIRE-ENGINE. 

The heat was so fierce that little ceuld be 
done towards saving the contents of the burn- 
ing buildings. The fire-engine was put in work- 
jag order as soon as possible, but it was unable 
to control the flames until sixteen buildings 
were destroyed. 

THE BUSINESS PORTION IN ASHES. 

The barnt district comprises the business por- 
tion. of the town and the principal mercantile 
establishments of the place. All the buildings 
burned were under three stories in hight. Along 
Goodsell’s alley, where the fire originated, is sit - 
vated a number of small tenement houses, 
oceupied by colored people, mostly oyster 
shuckers. There are also several small restau- 
raute and sail-lofts. The buiiding situated at 
the soutnwest corner of Main street and Good- 
sell's alley was probably the most recently -built 
and the bandsomest structure destroved. The 
lower story is occupied by J. W. Gillett & Co. as 
a men’s furnishing store, and the upper stories 
are the residence of Mr. T. 8. Hodson, a promi¢ 
nent lawyer and Collector of the Port. 

The other stores along Main street were all 
commodious, and contained a large assortment 
of goods. The upper stories of many of them 
were used as sail-iofts, ali the houses were light- 
ly built, and when once on fire they soon burned 
to the ground.

NO MORE INSANE PERSONS AT THE JAIL. 

A resolution will be introduced in the County 
Board tomorrow providing that insane persous 
shall not be hereafter sent to jail to wait a bear- 
ing. The question came up in a committee 
meeting, in which it was agreed that it was an 
outrage to imprison the insane because there 
was no suitable acoom moda tion for them. Then 
again it was argued that in the trial a 
large extra expense was bei entailed 
which could be remedied by Judge Prendergast 
agreeing to try them at once, instead of having 
them confined in jail for a week, as is often the 
case. The resolution will, no doubt, be adopted, 
and if the Judge can be persuaded to agree to 
try all such cases between 9 and 10 o'clock each 
day—as they are presented—tbe ‘unfortunates 
will not only be benefited, but the county will 
be saved considerable expense in the matter of 
juries and jail-board. Aud it can be done as 
well as not, without interfering with the regular 
business of the court.

Would Not Accept a Reduction of 
Wagen. 

BRAIpwoop, III., April 14.— [Special.] — The 
miners of this vieigity held a mass- meeting here 
today. Some 500 we:e present. The object of 
the meeting was to hear the report of the com- 
mittee who had lately conferred with the coal 
operators in regard to the contracts for the 
year commencing Mayl. Frank E. Floyd was 
elected President and James Thompson BSecre- 
tary. 

The committee reported that the companies 
bad submitted to them several changes that 
they would like made in the contract. The fret 
was that the Pit Boss be allowed ten days to 
Visit the rooms about to be vacated before ac- 
eepting thern. 

Second—Tbat the miners keep the roadways 
up for 100 yards back from their places instead 
of seventy-five yards. These propositions were 
both rejected by the meeting. 

The committee next reported that the coal 
companies had decided to reduce the price of 
mining five cents per ton, making the price 75 
cents in summer and &% cents in winter. Several 
speeches were made against accepting the re- 
duction. and it was unanimously resolved that 
no reduction be accepted, and that no work be 
done after this month except at the old price. 
The resolution was passed amid hearty applause, 

The committee will meet the coal operators 
next week and report their decision. It is 
thought that when the time comes to take final 
action in the case tue miners will accept the re- 
duction.

RICE BEER THE CAUSE OF HEADACHES. 

A dispatch in yesterday’s TRIBUNE stated that 
there was an endeavor being made in Washing- 
ton by certain dealers to have the tax on the 
commodity known as rice-meal increased. 
This article is the broken rice found in lots of 
the pure article, and is used by brewers tomake 
their beer paler. The proposed increase would 
make a difference of $400,000 annually with the 
dealers in this country, and would, of course, 
affect the brewers more or less, Last evening a 
reporter called on Mr. H. V. Bemis, of 
the Bemis & McAvoy Brewing Company. and 
asked bim if the proposed increase in the tariff 
on rice-meal would affect the Chicago brewers. 

“It may affect some of them,” said Mr. Bemis, 
but it will not effect us, as we use California 
barley in our beer instead of the rice, It is much 
better in many ways.” 

** How is it better? 

lu the first piace, rice-meal in beer gives a 
man a headache the next day. I defy you to 
get a headache on our beer, as we do not use it.“ 

What is the advantage of using it, then? @ 

In the first place, it is cheaper, and in the 
next place it makes Pilsener beer look nicer in 
the giass, but its effect upon the head and stom- 
ach is not pleasant.“

Only to a limited extent. It is used by the 
Milwaukee brewers, and by a few Chicagoans.

Friday Mr. Lehman made the discovery that 
they had put seven or eight union mento work 
the day previous, and used up 5,000 of bis brick, 
and lime and sand to the amount of about 5750. 
Saturday morning he sent his teams over about 
4 o'clock, and took his scaffolding down and 
hauled that and the rest of his material away. 
He then gave notice to the owner that he would 
serve a mechanic's lien for all the material used. 

The master masons deny the rumor that two 
more of their number are about to resign, and 
in reference to M. A. Barton they say he bas not 
attended the meetings for a year, and is gomg 
bout ot the business. 

Regarding the buildings that Ira Brown was 
said to bave taken outof the contractors’ hands, 
he explains in this manner: The buiidings had 
been entirely aay — excepting the stoops, 
when the strike began. Brown wanted them 
finished, and Lehman told him to go ahead and 
finish them if he wanted to and he would give 
him credit for itin his contract settlement. 

The strength of the Master-Masons and Build- 
ers’ Association is now 120. and they were all 
present. In speaking of the loss that would be 
entailed by the continuation of the strike an- 
other mouth, as viewed froma financial cane 
point, the master miasons say it will amount to 
$120,000 to them, and, rating the bricklayers at 
$3.50 per day, a loss to the latter of $145,600.

nounced than down-town. Here can be 
seen at very frequent intervals houses 
that have previously been used for dwellings, 
undergoing alterations that will transform 
them into res, with living apartments 
above, aud great many new houses and 
flats have been put up during the last two 
years. Everywhere there is an air of busi- 
ness that would open the eyes of one ac 
quainted with the — 42 ante-fire times. 
Nearly all of the trees that were such an at- 
traction in summer-time have gone, the care 
of grass-plots has been in a great measure 
abandoned, — withal a wonderful change 
has been wrought. 

In contrast with this part of the street is 
that portion lying south of Twenty-second 
street, alluded to. Where not many years 
ago there were but few houses, are how hun- 
drens of substantial structures, all of which, 
with very few exceptions, are used for resi- 
denees. The occupants of these, as. a rule, 
own them and are well-to-do people, who are 
now about to commence an improvement 
that will render the contrast with the 
other part of the street greater 
than at present. Something like a 
year ago an ordinance was passed by the 
Common Couneil for the paving of the street 
trom Twenty-third to Thirty-fifth street with 
asphalt blocks, and for the making of the 
sidewalks on each side of the street between 
these thoroughfares of a uniform Width. 
seven feet; also for the curbing and plotting 
between the street and the walk so as to cor- 
respond as near as possible with Michigan 
boulevard. The work was not done last 
year because some of the owners were not 
prepared to make the improvement, but it is 
now said a general agreement has been en- 
tered into which will result in the con- 
mencement of the work at an early day. It 
is also proposed to hold a meeting of prop- 
erty-owners for the purpose of considering 
the advisability of planting trees, as on 
Michigan boulevard, and otherwise orna- 
menting the street. The improvement will 
add very little to the cost of common paving, 
and will greatly enhance the value of the 
property. When this is done it is presumed 
that the owners south of Thirty-fifth will not 
be slow to follow suit and carry the improve- 
ment to the city limits. 

Thus before many years Chicago will be 
given a combination business and residence 
street equal to any in thecountry. Many re- 
tail firms that were virtually crowded off 
State street have found splendid quarters 
duwn-town on this avenue, and the fact that 
the South-Side cars pass along the street to 
Lake street before going to State, has added 
largely to the value of the locations, ‘The 
failure of a certain dry-goods firm to locate 
uvon the thoroughfare has not affected 
rents or business in the sligntest,— 
and every storeis occupied by good tenants. 
The growth of this street has not impaired 
State street in the least, for it has lost noth- 
ing. There was a demand for more business 
down-town which could not find room on 
State street, and Wabash avenue being the 
nearest eligible location it has settled down 
there. That at no distant day it will be the 
fashionable business thoroughfare of Chica- 
go there is little doubt. 


The Effect of Mayor HMarrison’s Order 
on HRents. 

In the course of a conversation with a 
real-estate broker who has done business in 
Chicago for a long time a TRIBUNE reporter 
asked him what effect Mayor Harrison's or- 
der that all inmates of houses of ill-fame 
should leave State street, Wabash avenue, 
and Michigan avenue would probably have 
upon rents in the neighborhoods that were 
thus cleansed. ‘“ Not any at present,“ he re- 
plied, “nor for some time. This isa big 
town, of course, and the most serious matters 


of all kinds are readily forgotten: but it is 
the hardest thing in the world to get the 
stain from a house that has been 
used for improper purposes. To illustrate: 
Several years ago I had the handling of a 
house on North Clark street, and by an error 
of judgment on my part—for I deemed the 
woman perfectly proper—I rented it toa 
harlot who gota lot of young female board- 
ersin the house, and it wasn’t long until 
there was a terrible scandal in the neighbor- 
hood, and I was roundly abused. ‘The wom- 
an had paid ner rent, and I couldn’t very 
well throw her out, so 1 was obliged to let 
her remain a year. At the end of that time 
she had established a reputation for 
that house that it has never en- 
tirely lost to this day. Of course 
I didn’t advertise the reputation 
of the last tenants when I informed the pub- 
lie that it was for rent, nor did I tell an un- 
suspecting man who leased it of their stand- 
ing in the community, But he wasn’t long 
in finding out what sort of a place he was 
in. The first week he was in the house there 
was scarcely a night but some man or part 
of men, who were total strangers to him al 
his family, would get him out of bed at 2 or 
3 o’clock in the morning and inquire for girls 
who, so far as he was abie to learn, 
had only one name, and that 
was Maud or May, or something 
of that sort. The result was, that I was 
obliged to cancel the lease and let the man 
go. I got another tenant soon who also had 
complaints to enter, and as soon as he found 
out the reputation of the house he left. And 
then another came and went; but the stigina 
is gradually leaving the premises, and there 
is now achance that it will wear away alto- 
gether; except now and then it may, like 
Banquo’s ghost, appear to haunt me. This 
was a case of only short duration, however, 
and is unlike those on State street and the 
avenues. They have been there so long that 
the entire neighborhoods have become thor- 
oughly saturated with the virus, and about 
the only way it will ever be entirely removed 
is by burning. It will not be very difficult 
to rent the houses vacated by these people. 
but the landlords—for very tew if any of 
them are in the hands of agents—will find it 
pretty hard for some. time to keep respect- 
able tenants in them.“ 

Do you regard the move as a wise one in 
other respects ?’’ 

„Most assuredly; and it’s a pity it was not 
taken long ago. Tho people can be kept 
in one quarter 0 the city, and it 
should be done. They have ruined many 
good residence districts almost irreparably, 
when the police could just as weil have 
avoided it. By the way. I see no reterence 
in the Mayor’s order to the residents of the 
cross streets on the South Side, many of 
which are occupied by bawdy-houses, almost 
to the exclusion of decent ople. But the 
work is a good one, and Harrison may do 
even more than he promises. For the good 
ot the city, I hope so.”’ 


An Exclasive Forelzn Insurance Com- 
pany Bullding. 

By far the most important transaction in 
the real-estate world during the last week, 
for reasons other than the mere sale of the 
ground, was the purchase by Mr. C. II. Case, 
the insurance agent, from Judge Van H. 
Hig ins, H. J. Furber, and Matthew Laflin, 
of the lot sixty-one feet west of La Salle 
street, south front on Jackson street, 165 
feet deep, running through to Quincy street, 
for $200,000. This lot, which in 1870 was pur- 
chased for $110,000, is one of the most de- 
sirable in the vicinity of the new Board of 
Trade Building, which it almost directly 
fronts on Jackson street. It is stated on 
good authority that Mr. Case, the purchaser, 
s acting in this matter merely as the repre- 
sentative of English capitalists, all of whom 
compose insurance companies, one impor- 
tant one of which Mr. Case is agent for; and 
that the syndicate has concluded to erect an 
oflice-building of splendid proportions and 
architecture for the exciusive use of foreigu 


companies doing business in this city. It is; 


further said that for several years the mem- 
bers of this syndicate, many of whom have 
visited Chicago and have become impressed 
with its greatness and prospects 
for its future, have for a 
long time been anxious to erect 
a structure similar to the one proposed, but 
have until this time been unable to select an 


J eligible site. It is further given out that Mr.

The Board of Trade Building. 

About the only important building now 
being erected in the city which the bricklay- 
ers’ strike has not materially affected is the 
new Board of Trade on Jackson street. 
Fortunately for the contractors as well as 
the builders, when construction was first be- 
Kun the granit-men were a trifle tardy, and 
the stone came slower than was expected, 
thus giving the bricklayers an opportunity 
to gain nearly a story upon the outer walls. 
The result has been that for some 


, 
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days there has been little necessity for 
brick-work, althongh the laying of 
granit has gone forward — 
as actively as before. Within the last few 
days the contractors for the brick-work have 
been somewhat short of help, but goneral 
operations have not been greatly delayed. 
and the Construction Committee has no fear 
that any serious interraption will result from 
the strike. The Superintendent of the build- 
ings says that if they can have fifteen brick- 
layers upon the structure from this time for- 
ward all will be weil, and the builders say 
they will have no trouble in fur- 
nishing that number. Granit is 
coming along as fast as it can be 
laced in position, and excellent progress is 

sing made upon the entire building. Last 
week bids for the carpenter-work plas- 
tering were received, and it was thought that 
the contracts would be let, but the com- 
mitteee took no detinit action upon them ex- 
cept to refuse all of the carpenter bids. This 
was done for the reason that after advertis- 
ing for proposals the committee concluded 
that it could arrange to do the work cheaper 
than an outsider would do it. As to 
the plastering - bids, the committee 
is in no hurry, and it will let the contract 
only after mature deliberation. It will be 
some time before the plasterers can take 
charge of the building, and by that time 
some different arrangements can be made. 
Neither the architect nor the Building Com- 
mittee has any fear that the buiiding will 
not be ready for occupation by May 1, 1584. 
as Origivally intended. 


The Need of More Bridges. 

The necessity of bridges over the river at 
Dearborn and Washington streets is again 
being urged, and there is little doubt that be- 
fore the close of the year it will become so 
apparent to the members of the Common 
Council that they will consent to order the 
improvement. That the tunnels under the 
river at Washington and La Salle streets are 
unpopular, to say nothing more, is evident, 
and as there is no ordinance compelling peo- 
ple to use them, relief for the ter- 
ribly-crowded main thoroughfares must 
be sought in some. other place. As 
long as the bridges are closed during the day, 
the streams of vehicles of all sorts which 
pour to and from the West, North, and South 
Sides are moderately well accommodated. 
But when the bridges are swung every ten 
minutes, according to the ordinance, jams 
occur that it is often very hard to straig ten 
out, and most serious delays frequently re- 
sult. How to remedy this matter is nowa 
question which must be soon answered, 
Madison, Randolph, Lake, Wells, Clark, and 
State street bridges will no longer properly ac- 
commodate the traffic which daily passes over 
them during the season of navigation, and 
the general opinion is that bridges at Wash- 
ington and Dearborn streets, and perhaps La 
Salle street, are absolute necessities, The 
feelig is growing as the time for the bridges 
to swing approaches, and it is saida loud call 
will be made upon the Common Council to 
grant the desired relief. Considerable time 
will be required to complete the work if or- 
dered, and itis not likely that any benefit 
will be derived this year. Next year, how- 
ever, and until such time as the river bridges 
shall be permanently closed, the good of this 
improvement will be felt and appreciated by 
all who are obliged to pass over the bridges 
leading to either the North or West Side. 


The Chicago & Atiantic’s New Offices 
and Freight House. 

By the close of the present week there will 
be completed for the Chicago & Atlantic 
Railway Company in this city one of the 
largest and most substantial freight and gen- 
eral office buildings that has ever been 
erected west of New York. The structure, 
the bwfiding of which was begun last spring, 
is located on the block bounded by Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Dearborn, and Clark 
streets, and is 707x60 and 80 feet wide. It is 
constructed entirely of common brick. ‘The 
office portion of the buiiding is 80 feet 
square and four stories in hight, 
and is on the southeast corner of 


thirty roomsin the building anda fine pas- 
senger elevator about the ceytre of the 
structure. About this isa spiral stairway 
running tothe tap, made of oak and and 
wainscoted with butternut. The first figor, 
which will be used for local freight business, 
is finigged entirely in the latter material, as 
is also the second floor, which has been set 
aside for the General Manager, Chief En- 
gineer, Superintendent, and General Freight 
Agent. The trimmings of these two rooms 
are all of bronze. The two upper floors are 
finished in the choicest white pine. The third 
floor will be used by the Auditor and Road- 
master, and the fourth will be devoted to 
local freight business, communication be- 
tween that and the lower floor being ren- 
dered easy by means of two dummies for the 
transportation of way-bills, ete. ‘The floors 
throughout the building are of kiln-dried 
white maple, and all of the wood-work, 
which is of pilaster finish, with corner 
blocks and rosets, is oil-dressed. Each de- 
partment is supplied with a closet and wash- 
basin, andevery room has an indirect and 
direct radiator, as well as a grate 
with marble mantel and a place for a stove. 
In; all of the arrangement no pains 
or expense have been spared to make the 
apartments comfortable and convenient. 
Tne basement of this part of the structure 
will be used for storage purposes. Already 
some furniture has been moved into the 
Auditor’s department, and by the last of the 
week all of the rooms, will be ready for oc- 
cupancy. 

That portion of the building which will be 
used for freight and storage, runuing south 
from the offices, is perhaps the largest and 
best constructed edifice of its character 
in the country. It is three stories 
in hight, and is most 
arranged. The basement has a floor of four 
inches of brick and mortar, covered with an 
inch of Portland cement. The supports are 
iroh columns running through to the top of 
the second floor every sixteen feet through 
the centre, and wooden columns with caps 
of the same material a like distance apart on 
either side of the entire length of the struct- 
ure. Down the centre of the basement will 
be run a tramway with cars for the trans- 
portation of goods from one end to the 
other of the building. It is intended 
to use this mostly for storage. 
The second, or freight- floor, is supplied with 
fourteen scales on the west, or receiving side, 
and five on the east, or discharging side, for 
weighing goods as they goin and out, and 
each of these is supplied witha neatly-ar- 
ranged house and desk for the weigher. At 
the south end of this floor there is an apart- 
ment 22x60 feet set apart for the storage of 
bonded goods. At the ceiling, every sixteen 
feet, are girders of boiler-iron four feet wide, 
one end of which rests upon the wall and 
the other upon a support furnished 
by the iron columns spoken of 
asrunning trom the basement. ‘The third 
floor of the building has two scales, but is 
otherwise featureless, save as to the truss 
roof which covers the entire structure. This 
has a large nuinber of skylights, and is also 
supplied with two gas-jots ateach truss the 
whole length of the building. This, like the 
basement, will be used for the storage of 
goods that it is desired not to move tor some 
time after 28 At regular intervals in 
the centre of the building are five powerful 
hydraulic elevators, running trom the base- 
inent to the second floor, which will be used in 
hoisting and lowering freight. On the Clark 
street side there is a space of thirty-six feet 
to the street-curb, which will be covered 
with three-inch oak plank, And on the west 
side, even with the second floor, is a plat- 
form from which goods can be loaded into 


building, runnmng from the first to the top 
story, is alarge bay-window, from which the 
Roadmaster, Yardmaster, and others can 
view every foot of the yards, which will 
contain sixteen tracks. 

The building was constructed by the West- 
ern indiana Kailway Company, which orig- 
inally purchased the ground upon which it 
is located, and the plans weredrawn by the 
engineer of that company, Mr. John F. 
Barney, Mr. Charles H. Aldrich acting as 
Superintendent of Construction. When 
— as it will be this week, the buiid- 
in Ww represent an outlay of abo 
8200, 000. . -

The Market. 

About the same drawbacks that fell to the 
lot of the real-ef#tate market the previous 
week were encountered by it last week, and 
the prospect is that for some little time to 
come it will not be entirely free from these 
embarrassing surroundings; but it has never- 
theless progressed in activity, and there is 
reason to belive that it will continue in that 
direction for several months to come. One 
of the principal drawbacks to the market 
was the fact that agents engaged ina general 
business—renting and selling and buying—as 
the majority of them are—are most actively 
engaged in renewing leases for tenants and 
paying taxes. Few but those directly inter- 
ested in the business have any idea how 
much work these two very necessary duties 
involve. An agent with anything like a 
prosperous business during this month is the 
busiest man in town, and has no time to 
study up schemes for snaring customers or 
bothering with owners.

: Artificial Bullding Stone. 

Appearantes would indicate that artificial 
stone as a building material is rapidly grow- 
ing in favor, and that it is likely to spring into 
quite general use, especially where building 
stone is not readily obtainable. A writer in 
the American Architect and Building 
News, who has paid considerable attention 
to this subject, in the course of quite a 


lengthy article has this to say: 

Forty-five years ago there was erected on the 
north sbore of Statea Isiand, in New York bar- 
bor, a stately, battiemented mansion, formed 
exclusively of artificial stoue, familiarly known 
as the cement bouse, cvery block of which 
was molded on the spot. Although a mere stri 
ling at the time, I became deeply iuterested in 
the work, and a few months ago visited the spot, 
and found the building not only in perfect pres- 
ervation, but was told that a master workman, 
who was recertly called to. make some aitera- 
tions upon it, was of the opinion that if it 
should ever be demolished it could only be done 
with dynamite! Its position is upou a bigh bluff. 
of great exposure and Dbleakness, the north 
winds sweeping with unbroken force upon it 
from over the Newark meadows and the Bay of 
New York for several miles. The walls are very 
thick and constantly hardening with age. Asa 
test of endurance in this climate noone need ask 
for anything more conclusive, Buta more in- 
teresting, because a more expensive end an en- 
tirely monolithic building, nas of late years 
been erected at Port Chester, N. Y.,upoo an 
eminence overlooking the boundary line be- 
tween the States of Connecticut and New York. 
This is the palatial residence of William E. 
Ward, Esq. It is vuilt entirely of artificial stone 
—the foundation and the roof inclusive—tow- 
ers, colonnades, tloors, staircases, balustrades. 
balconies, porches, and all. Its construction 
eccupied five years, its cost $100,000, and it Bus 
been occupied by the family of its enterprising 
proprietor since 1876. Its strength may ve im- 
agined when we state that when tne parior- floor, 
witb a span ot eighteen feet, had been laid one 
year, a weight of tweoty-six tons was piled in tne 
middle of it and left there through the winter, 
the apparatus arranged for determining the de- 
flection showing ouly one-bundredin of an 
inch depression. Here is another instance of 
au elewant private residence standing upon an 
eminence of unusual exposure, swept by the di- 
rect northeasterly gales of Long Island Sound, 
aud thoroughly weather-proor and fre- proof. 
Another interesting building, six stories in bight 
and covering an eutire square 360x400, bas re- 
ceutiy been erected in |Chicago by the well- 
known firm of J. V. Farwell& Co. The first 
story of this building is entireiy of artificial 
stone, molded on spot, and laid up in the usual 
manner. The stone is dressed and finished with 
chamtered edges, and has not cost one- 
fourth the price of limestone or sanastone. I 
have had the opportunity of examining this 
work quite recently, and tind that it has stood 
the severe tests of the iast winter without a 
check or blemish of any kind. The same may 
also be said of a monolithic retaining-wail 
erected last summer at Fort Snelling, Minn. 
where a structure of natural stone had proved 
inadequate and bad to be taken down. 

J could extend this article by further in- 
stances of the kind. but must be content to 
simply mention some of the most noteworthy— 
a section thirty-seven miles in length, of the 
Vanne Aqueduct of Paris—an entire Gothic 
church, with its foundations, walls, and steeple, 
at Vesinet, near Paris, the municipal barracks 
of Notre Dame, the jetties at the entrance of 
the Suez Catal and at the mouth of the 
Mississippi River, tne great mole of 
Cherbourg, the Port Said breakwater aud 
lizpht-house, the barbor works of Alexandria and 
Marseilles, the Mont Cenis Tunnel, ete. And if 
I should venture upon the inviting field of his- 
toric and pre-historic evidence I should tran- 
scend by far the limits to which 1 have promised 
to contine myself. As has been said by a bixh 
authority, there is scarcely. any limit tu the ap- 
plication of this material for buding purposes, 
nor any place where natural stone is now em- 
ployed where it may not be substituted with ad- 
vantage and economy. 


Hyde Park. 

While the real-estate men handling Hyde 
Park property profess to have been quite 
busy the last week, with a lively demand at 
good prices, few sales seem to have been 
made. The transfers filed for record, how- 
ever, make a good showing. Those of Hyde 
Park property within a seven-mile radius 
aggregated $39,795, and those outside of this 
radius $48,000, making a total of $87,795, 
which is considerably in excess of the ay- 


erage. | 

Nothing new seems to have been developed 
concerning the United States Rolling-Stock 
Company. President Hegewisch, however, 
is reported to be on his way West to break 
ground for the erection of the new works at 
“The Forks” of the Calumet River in 
Sec. 31. ö 

The demand for houses to rent in Hyde 
Park is lively and far in excess of 
the supply. Notwithstanding the very 
large number of private residences, 
and houses for rent, built last season, the 
supply falls as far short this season as ever 
in proportion to the demand, The inquiry is 
especially noticeable along the lake shore, 
the near vicinity of the lake auring the sum- 
mer being a very important consideration. 
There is a rumor afloat to the effect that a 
street-car line between Morgan Park and 
Pullman is soon to be laid. ‘The route is said 
to be through Washington Heights, on One- 
hundred-and-third street to State street, 
south to One-bundred-and-eleventh street, 
then east to Pullman. The stock is said to 
be fully subscribed, and the right of way ob- 
tained. ‘The report is likely to prove merely 
a tloating rumor, 


Lake View. 
Agents report a good demand for real es- 
tate. The inquiry for property is very large 
sales are being made. The Will- 
den estate has sold to Theodore 
Sickel et Al. 594x204 feet on the southwest 
corner of Wellington and Sheffield avenues, 
for $15,500. The Board of Education for 
School District No. 1 has purchased from the 
Ogden estate oue acre on the corner of Bel- 
moutavenus and Robey street for a school 
site. The price paid was not less than the 
market value. 

Some of the architects report that the 
strike among the bricklayers is delaying the 
work of erecting a number of brick buildings 
for which the plans have been prepared and 
contracts let. Of course the work ot erect- 
ing frame houses is steadily going on and a 
large number are put up weekly. Mr. Fred 
Bauman has completed the plans for the new 
school-house to be erected during the sum- 
mer on the corner of Wrightwodd and 
Orchard street.

Rents in New York. 

The following account of an inquiry ſato 
rents in New York and adjacent cities will 
be as strange as interesting to Chicagoans 
who are now suffering for want of adequate 
living accommodations, notwithstanding the 
large number of apartment and other houses 
that have been erected during the last few 
years; 

Suid a Third avenue agent, whose business is 
mostly in the way of smuail dweilings and flats: 
* A few of our landlords tried in February to 
get u lO per cent advance from their tenants, 
but only one of them succeeded. The others 
gave it up when they found that their tenants 
would rather move out than comply. Asa rule 
owners have not attempted to make any 
change. because some of them thought that 
rents were high enough already, and because 
the great majority knew they could not get the 
advance.” 0 

**Doesnot the average landlord increase his 
rents about as often as he thinks tne tenants 
will stand it?“ 

„Woll. yes.“ replied the agent a little reluct- 
antly, “and the average tenant will try to get a 
reduction about as oiten as he thinks the owner. 
will standit. In fact, tne teuauts are doing most 
of the talking this spring. It is simply a ques- 
tion of supply and demand. Within the last two 

rears there bas been an enormous amount of 
nuuiiding, and ju many sections there are wore 
bouses to rent thao there people to rent 
them.“ f 

The increase of the number of flats on this 
island in the last three years,” said the agent, 
“and especially in the last twelvemontn, bas 
been something remarkable. Equally remark- 
able bas been the increase in the number of 
peopie who live in flats. When cozy flats at 
reasonabie rentals became obtainable thousands 
of families took them who had before lived in 
hotels or boarding houses, and many small 
families gave up their dwelling houses for flats 
wheu they found that they could be comparu- 
tively comfortable in them at a much 
smaller expense. Then, too, owners found 
that they could get 15, and 25 per 
cent of the purehase money for the yearly rent - 
als of flat buildings, against about 10 per cent 
for tne yearly reutal of dweilimg houses. It was 
a great specula tion. For two years or more flats 
were lilled ap with tenants as soon as they were 
erected, but, as most good things are apt to be, 
the flat business was overdone.
